HE. firft of thofe Gentlemen who fele the fid Effects . 

of that unhappy Enterprize, were che Lord Charles 
Murtay, one of the younger Sons of the Duke of Athol, 
Major Neifne, and Captain Lockart; borli GF che lace Re- 
want of the Lord Mark ~~ Captaiss Saftce of Co- 


lone 
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Ionel Franks’s late Regiment, and Enfign Erskine of Pre- 
fion’s Regiment, who were try’d for Defertion by a Court- 
Martial that fate at Preffon on the 28th of November 1915, 
found guiity, and fentenc’d to be fhot to Death: The 
Lord Charles Murray was repriev’d during Pleafure ; but 
the other four were executed, according to their Sentence, 
on the fecond of December. They all dy’d very undaunt- 
edly in the Communion of the Church of England, and 
faid their chief Defign in engaging themfelves in the En- 
terprize for which they fuffer’d, was to preferve that 
Church which they believ’d to be in Danger.’ There was 
likewife try’d a fixth Officer, viz. Enfign Dalziel of Ork- 
mey’s Regiment, who making it appear that he had thrown 
up his Commiflion fome Time before he had engag’d in 
the Rebellion, was acquitted as to the Crime of Defertion, 
of which alone the Court-Martial could take Cogni- 
zance. 
On the xrrth of Zaméary, Mr. Baron Bury, Mr, Juftice 
Eyre, and Mr. Baron Mountague, who, by a {pecial Com- 
miffion of Oyer and Terminer, were appointed to try the 
Prifoners that were taken at Preffon, and not fent to Lon- 
dou, open’d their Commiffion at Eeverpool, where Bills of 
Indiétment for High Treafon being found againft 161 of 
the Rebels, of which Number about 40 were Scots, the 
Tryals begun on the 20th of Fanuary, and lafted ’ribl the 
Sth of February; during which Time 65 were found 
guilty, five confefs'd themfelves guilty, all of whom re- 
ceiv’d Sentence of Death, and only five were acquitted, 
viz. William Walmefley of Shaley near Prefion, Henry Rowbo- 
tham, Edmund Sykes, Fenlow Fergufon, and Donald Robert- 
fon. Fergufon mace it appear that he was forc’d into the 
Rebellion, and brought into England under a Guard ; and 
likewife that he was offer’d a Lieutrenant’s Commiflion, 
which he refus’d; upon which the Jury acquitted him, 
as they did rhe four others upon fome Variation in the 
Evidence which the Witnefles for the King gave againft 
them. Of thofe who receiv’d Sentence of Death, 22 
only were executed, viz. Mr. Richard Shuttleworth of Preffon, 
Mr. William Butler of Morfcough, Roger Moncafter of Gar- 
fang, an Attorney, Thomas Cowpe near Preffon, Yeoman, 
and Wiliam Ackwright of Preffon, Labourer, who were 
éxecuted on the 28th of Zanuary at Prefion , Richard Chor- 
ley, E:{q3\Mr. James Drummond, William Black, Donald Mac- 
Donald, Rorie Kennedy, Fol:n Ord, and Fohn Rowbotham, who 
were execured likewife at Preffon on the gth of February: 
James Blundell, James Burne, James Finch, William — 
. an 
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and John Mac-Gillivray, who fuffer’d at Wigan on the roth 
of February ; and Thomas Syddall, William Harris, Stephen 
Seagre, Fofeph Porter, and John Finch, who were put, to 
Death on the r1th of February at Mancheffer. They all 
of them dy’d very refolutely, rather juftifying the Crime 
for which they fuffer’d, than acknowledging the Guilt 
of it, excepr Moncafter the Attorney, who fhew'd great 
Signs of Repentance, and made the following Speech 
at his Execution, 





Dear Friends, - 

Am brought hither to bea miferable and difmal Spe- 

€tacle to you all, The Crime I am accus’d of, con- 
demn’d, and brought hither to be executed for, bears no 
meaner or lefs infamousa Title, than Rebellion: A Crime 
prohibited both by the Laws of God and Man. And 
tho’ [ be the Perfon, (not the only Perfon to fuffer for ir) 
yett declare, that from my Heart I do deteft and abhor 
the very Principles of Rebellion, and look upon the Pro- 
moters and Abetters thereof, to be Men without any, or 
at leaft any good Principles, and Enemies in the higheft 
Degree to their lawful Sovereign King George, and Coun- 
try. I fhall not trouble you any farther with this, bue 
acquaint you, that upon a ferious Recollection of my by 
pat, and, God knows, too Jong continu’d Tranfgrefiions 
and Offences, both againft God and Man, and a ftrict View 
and Enquiry (to the utmoft of my Power) into my wicked 
Courfe of Life, thofe very Sins that I have wretchedly 
committed, have brought the deferv’d Vengeance of God 
upon me, tho’ they flelrer and cloak themfelves under the 
bafe Title of my Crime, I heartily, and with the uc- 
moft Sincerity, repent of my Sins, of what Nature forver 5 
andI hope, thro’ Faith, and the Merits and Interceflion of 
my blefled Saviour and Redeemer, to obtain Remiflion 
thereof. I die in perfect Charity with all Men, and 
freely from my Heart forgive all, particularly every one 
concern’d in my Execution, defiring Forgivenefs of all 
Perfons here prefent, or elfewhere, whom I have any way 
offended. 

I waseducated in the Proteffant Religion of the efta- 
blith’d Church of England, have continu’d fo all my Life, 
and die in the fame, and am forry that I fhould blemifh 
that Church, by my late Proceedings, for which I now 
die; and beg Patience to hear me repeat the Articles 
of my Chriftian Faith. [Here he repeated the Apofiles 
Creed. ]

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Edefire that you will ‘vake fuch Caution, from my un- 
forrunate Bxamyple, as may prevent the liketo any of 
you. Idefire you*will all join with and for me, in Prayers 
to Almighry God, for Remiflion of my Sms, and that 
‘thro’ the Merits and Mediation of his Son, our only Sa- 
viour and Redeemer, I may meet with a glorious Refur- 
rection ‘to Life eternal. 





Shuttleworth’s Head was fix’d on a Pole, and fet upon 
the Town-Hall of Preffon, of which Place he was an 
Inhabitant. Thefe Tryals being thus over, and all-the 
Prifoners at Lancaffer, tothe Namber.of about 300, and 
moft of thofe that were at Leverpooland Cheffer, to the 
Number of ‘about 600, having fiubmitred to the King’s 
Mercy, and petition’d for Tranfportation, the Judges 
clos their Gommiflion, ‘and put an End:to all farther 
(Proceedings againft them. We come now to the fryals 
of the Prifoners that’ were 'broughvfrom Preffon to London. 


The Tryal of Henry Oxbusgh Ey; 


N the 7th of May 1716, the Court, authoriz’d by 
a {pecital Commiflion of Oyer and Terminer for try- 
ing the \PreftansPrifoners, being fut at the Exchequer Court 


at Wefminfier, and ‘the Lord Chief Juftice Parker, Mr, 
Juftice Powys, Mr. Juftice Eyre, and Mr. Juftice Prat, be- 
ing on the Bench, Henry Oxburgh, Efq, againft whom a 
Bill of Indiétmenr for High Treafon ‘had been found 
on the 7th of April, and who-on the 1qth of that 
Month had been arraign’d, and pleaded not guilty, was 
brought to the Bar. The Accufation againft him was 
open'd by the Attorney and Solicitor General, who, af- 
*ter having enlarg’d on the Heinoufnefs of che Rebellion 
in-general, fecforth in particular the Share the Prifoner 
had init; to: prove which, they ‘call’d, as Witnéfles for 
che King, ‘one Patten a Glesgyman, who had ‘been -him- 
{:1f one of the Rebels, and one Calderwood, who hadattedbas 
fQiwrter«mafter General ‘to ithe! Rebel-Army. Thefe two 
vere the chief Evidences againft the Prifoner, and they 
seos' ‘dy Phar they faw him with the Rebels avtheir firft 
Mecting in: Northumberland, and sehat he'had the /Reputa- 
rton of commanding the- Exglifh under ‘Lieutenant Gene- 
wal Forfler, “Then ehefe Witnefles recounted the feveral 
Moctonseand ‘Marches of the Rebels, and Calderwood jpar- 
ticularly daid, ‘That 'a\Detachment of 200 Horfe being 
fent to che Lord Vifcounc Lonjdale’s, they were command- 


ed 
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ed by the Priforer 5; and both the Witnefles being ‘ve- 
sally afk’d, where they had {een the Prifoner, ani what 
they bad obferv’d of him? they anfwer’d, That they 
had feen him frequently at the Head of the Englifh Horfe, 
in their March from Rodberry to Preffon, in which latt 
Place they faw him among the other chief Commanders 
of the Rebels at the Time of the Aétion, and at the 
Place where they held their Council of War. Patten 
likewife depos’d, That after the Council of War, which 
was held to confider of their Submiflion, was broke up, 
he faw the Prifoner go put of Town, to treat, as ic was 
then given out, with General Wills: And Calderwood faid, 
That he faw the Prifoner return into the Town, and 
heard him fay, There was no Hopes for them, but to fur- 
render at Difcretion, 
The Prifoner’s‘Counfel, who were Mr. Serjeant Dearne! 
and Mr, Kettleby, infifted-in his behalf, firft, That there 
was a Mifnommer in the Indi‘tment, in which he was 
call'd by the Name of Oxborough, whereas his true Name 
was Oxburgh. Secondly, That though indeed ir was 
{worn, that he had ‘been among the Rebels, yet it did nor 
appearthat he had any other Arms than a Sword, which 
isa Weapon that aH Gentlemen -conftantly wear; nei- 
-ther was it prov’d that he had committed any one Act of 
‘Hoftility ; whereas-the late Scatute for trying Perfons 
in one County for Treafons committed in another, did 
require fome {pecial Proof of the a¢tual committing that 
Treafon, They farther urg’d, That as to his being fent 
out of Preffon to treat with the King’s Generals, the Pare 
of a Mediator was not under the Conftruction of mani- 
feft Treafon; and therefore they hop’d the moft fa- 
vouralile Interpretation would be given for the Prifo- 
ner. 
To the firft Part of this Defence, -the Court, in fum- 
ming up the whole Matter to the Jury, obferv’d, Thac 
it appear’d by the King’s Evidence, that he had paisd 
“by the Name of Oxborough; and that if it could be prov’d, 
thache:had at any Time gone by, and own’d thar Name, 
it was fufficient to fupport the Indiétment, though in- 
‘deed the Prifoner might write his Name Oxburgh, or New- 
. burgh, To this Point, Witnefles were-call’d for the King, 
‘one of ‘whom -was the Landlord of a ‘Houfe where the 
Prifoner had ledg’d, who depos’d, That he went by, and 
wn’'d the Name of -Oxborough ; and that on fome Occa- 
‘fions ‘he himfelf had, in telling that Witnefs his Name, 
Piven is the very diftinct Pronunciation of acacia 
ee ‘ c 
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It was likewife prov’d, that the King’s Officers receiv’d 
and treated with him by the Name of Oxborough, The 
Court farther obferv’d as to the other part of the Defence, 
That if a Man were found among.Rebels, any ways aid- 
ing, abegting, and comforting them, @e. tho’ he was 
not actually in Arms, nor had committed any Hoftilities, 
yet it was Treafon within the Law: And befides, thac 
the Part of a Mediator, which it was pretended he had 
acted, fhew’d plainly the great Confidence the Rebels had 
plac’d in him. Then the Jury went out, and aftera 
fhort Stay, brought him in guilty of High Treafon. 

On Wednefday the gth of May he was again brought 
to Wefiminfter, where he receiv’d Sentence of Death as 
in Cafes of High Treafon, and a Rule of Court was then 
made for his Execution on Monday following, being May 

-the 14th, when he was executed at Tyburn accordingly. 
During the Interval of Time between his Condemnation 
and Death, he fet himfelf earneftly to lament the 
Sins of his paft Life ; and, the better to attend his De- 
Votions, he would take no other Suftenance than Bread and 
Water. He went with a compos’dand fteddy Behaviour 
to the fatal Tree, and dy’d with great and Chriftian-like 
Refolution: After which his Body was carry’d off ina 
Hearfe, in order to be interr’d, and was accordingly bu- 
ry'din the Church-Yard of St. Giles’s in the Fields ; but 
his Head was the Day after his Execution affix’d toa Pole, 
and fet upon Temple-Bar, The following Paper was by 
him deliver’d at the Place of Execution, to the Sheriff, 
who foon after caus’d it to be publifh’d, 





Uftom has made it almoft neceffary for Perfons in my 
Circumftances to fay or leave fomewhat by their 
Jaft Words, declaring their Sentiments with relation to 
what they die for: In Compliance with which, I have 
thought fit to make the following Declasation. In the 
firft Place, I declare I die a Member of the Holy Romax 
Catholick Church, tho’ a very unworthy one, and I de- 
fire all the Members of that Communion to aflift my 
Soul with their charitable Prayers. I declare my felf in 
Charity with all the World, and do from my Soul for- 
give all my Enemies, and all others who have any Ways 
injur’d or done me Wrong; and particularly, I forgive 
all thofe who have promoted my Death by malicious 
Mifreprefentations or otherwife, and earneitly beg God 
so forgive them, and granr them the fame Bleflings I de- 
firg 
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fire for my own Soul, I likewife afk Pardon of all fuch 
as I have offended. 

Ic has been faid, That the Catholicks, who were taken 
at Preffon, engag’d in that Affair in View only of fetring 
a Catholick King on the Throne, and re-eftablifhing che 
Catholick Religion in England; but chat is nor the only 
Calumny charg’d on them, I declare for my own Par- 
ticular, That if King fames the Third had been a Prote- 
feant, 1 fhould think my felf oblig’d to pay him the fame 
Duty, anddo him the fame Service, us if a Catholick ; 
nor do I know any Catholick that is not of the fame Prin- 
ciple ; for I never could find that either by the Laws of 
God, or the ancienc Conftirutions of the Nation, Diffe- 
rence of Religion in the Prince, made any Change in the 
Allegiance of the Subject. __ 

I might have hop’d, from the great Character Mr. 
Wills gave me at Preffon, (when I treated with him for a 
Surrender) of the Clemency of the Prince now on the 
Throne, (to which he faid we could nor better entitle our 
felves, than by an early Submiflion) that fuch as furren- 
der'd themfelves Prifoners at Difcretion, on that Profpect, 
would have met with more Leniry than I have experi- 
enc’d ; and I believe Engiand is the only Country in Ew- 
rope, where Prifoners at Difcretion are not underitood to 
have their Lives fav'd. 

I pray God of his infinite Goodnefs to reftore the Nation 
to its former Happinefs, by extinguifhing all unhappy 
Divifions, that all Animofities and Feuds may be bury’d, 
and no other Emulation remain among the Subjects of 
Great Britain, but who fhall be moft zealous in advancing 
the true Glory of God, and the true Intereft of the Na- 
tion.

The Tryal of James Hume, Efg; 


N the 8th of May, at the Court of Admiralty in 
O the Marfhalfea in Southwark, came on the Tryal of 
James Hume, Efq; Brother to the Earl of Hume. The Judges 
on the Bench, were the Lord Chief Juftice King, Mr. Ju- 
ftice Eyre, and Mr. Baron Price. The Evidence againit 
the Prifoner, were Mr. Patten and others, who depos‘d, 
That they frequently faw him amongft the Rebels, borh on 
their March, and at other Times: That for the moft parc 
he wore a Knot of Ribands, or a Cockade, in his Hat ; 
a Mark of Diftinétion generally us’d by the Chiefs of - 

Rebels 5 
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Rebels ; but they conld not fay he had amy particular 
Command, or diftinguifh’d himfelf by any particular 
Overt A&: His Couifel infifted in his Behalf, that they 
did not think the Proof was clear againft him, it not 
appeafing that he ha¢ born Aris, or had had any Share 
in oppofing the King’s Forces: Befides, thar if it thould 
be thought to appear that he had, through Indifcretion, 
brought himfelf under the Law, which makes it Trea- 
fon toappear with thofe in Arms againft the Goverh- 
ment, yet they hop’d the Court and Jury would confider 
the Prifoner as a Perfon wholly incapable of acting with 
Malice or Fore-thought, it being well known that he was 
a Perfon of avery weak Underitanding, a mere Youth; 
at fome Times rafh and furious, at other Times ftupid and 
filly ; and one who, from his very Youth, had been generally. 
efteem’d little better than am Idiot; and they call’d fewe- 
val Witnefles, who verify’d the Truth of this Allegation, 
which even his Behaviotr in the Court gave great Reafon 
to believe ; for either thts Charaéter of him was true, or 
elfe he had Judgment enough to feign the Part very natu- 
rally, fince he often laugh’d alond at the Bar, and fome- 
times fhew’d a very wild and odd fort of Behaviour. Rut 
becaufe thefe Tokens of Idiotifm did not fall under the 
Cognigance of the Conrt, and forafmuch as it appear'd 
that he had Reafon enough to obfervé a Decorum in his 
Deportment among the Rebels, the Jury, after a fhorc 
Deliberation, brought him in guilty of High Treafon: 
Then came on 








The Tryal of John Fetgufon, alias Farquharfon, E/z; 


HE Evidence againft this Gentleman.depos’d, That 
they had often feen him among.the Rebels on their 
March, and at fome other Places; but they were not 
pofitive as to his bearing of Arms, and could not fay he 
had any Command. The Prifoner, in his Defence, alledg’d, 
That being a Vaffal to the Earl of Southesk; he was, in 
that Lord’s Name, violently carry’d from his own Houfe 
by a Party of Horfé, and browghe Prifoner to the Lord 
Kenmure’s Army at Kelfo. That he folemnly protefted a- 
gainft ferving the Pretender, and endeavour'd often to 
make his Efcape, particularly in the North of England, 
where he was taken, carry’d back to Forffer’s Army, {e- 
verely reprimanded, and fhould have been punifl’d with 
Death as a Deferter, had he not been proteéted by his 
Kinfman Capt. Petes Farqubarfon ; which indeed a 
im 
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him ‘to’ ben more’ cart ions: afrerwards,: for fear of being. 
hang’d or fhot: That*he had no Weapons, but a fimail 
walking Sword: That he bore no Office, and never once 
afiifted at the Proclaimingyof ‘the Pretendér: That he 
wasalways watch’d as a fifpected Perfan, ‘and -had wften 
been-threaten’d as fach + >That he frequently: idechar’d his 
Averfion to the Rebellion, and refus’dtat: Prefow to go-to 
the Barricade, when:comimanded {oto dor ly acCaptain of 
the Rebels; declaring he would nor fight agdintt King 
George’s’ Forces; for which he was {ent Prifoner to rhe 
Guard-Roufe. The Trath of all which: wasown'd by the 
King’s vidence, Some Gentlemen of the Goverimenc 
in Scathend-likewife depos’din his Behalf) That they had 
known him feveral Years, and were farpeiz’ d to find he 
had’ been among the Rebéls, he having always had the 
Charaéter of a loyal Geaeleman : : ‘That he was indeed 2 
Vaflal.to the Farl of Southesk, ‘but they never heard thac 
he was fufpetted of being difatfected to the'Government ; 
te which, on the Contrary, ‘ta the ibeft of their Know- 
ledge, hHe-had always been a Friends ‘Upon the whole 
Marter thé Jury withdrew, and affer aifhore Stay, broughe 
yt in ‘aét

N the rith of My came on the Tryal of Alexan- 
{) der Menzies, Efq;-at the Court’ ‘of -Coromon-Pleas, 
Weftminfter, before the Lord Chief Juftice King; Mr. ° Ju- 
ftice Blencowe, Mr. Juftice Tracy, and Mr, Juitice Dormer. 
The Evidence for the King again{t-this Gentleman depos'd, 
That they faw him firft ac Perth, where he join’d the Re- 
bels, and likewife at feveral Places on thelr March, “till 
they arriv’d at Preffon, where they alfo faw ‘him on the 
Day of Action, in which he fought againft his Majefty’s 
Forces, They added, that he had Aris, particularly a 
Sword; but they could not fay that he hadany Command. 
His Counfel faid in his Defence, That tho’ indeed fome 
Circumftances were fworn againft him, which, if truc, 
would prove him criminal, yet, if the Inftructions that 
had been given them, were well grounded, ‘they did noc 
doubt but to fatisfy the Court and Jury, that the Prifo- 
ner had been forc’d by mere Violence into the Re- 
bellion ; had exprefs'd his Diffatisfaétion at it ; and that 
the Character he bore in the World, would in great Mea- 
fure ferve to juftify what they had to fay in his Defence. 
Then they call’d Witneffes, who depos’d, That he was 

. B broughe 
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brought Prifoner to Perth, without Sword or other Arms; 
-and that at Langhoim he attempted, to get off with the 
Scots who went away from the Rebels, at that Place; and 
that he had been feen at feveral Places on their March, 
. difarm’d, ‘and under a Guard. ‘Thefe Witnefles being atk’d, 
if he might not at feveral Places have made his Efcape if 
he had pleas’d >).they anfwer’d, That it was a very diffi- 
cult Matter to’ get away ; and-that if they had gor away, 
‘and fhould have been retaken, they;, would have been fe- 
\werely treated. On the contrary, the Evidence for.the 
King afferted; That they never faw any Reftraint laid.on 
any Man; that the Places they lay at, were open Towns, 
where no Gtiard! was kept 5; and that when the Scots went 
~ Off at Langholmsiit was a very ealy Matter to. have,gone 
off with them. Fhe Prifoner,;-to his Reputation, call'd 
. the Lord James Murray, and other Gentlemen, who gave 
»him a very favourable Chard¢ter; and faid, they never 
- Ipok’d upon him: to be a Man difaffected to the Govern- 
ment. In his own Defence, he faid, That he had always, 
. dince his Majefty’s Acceffion tothe Throne, declar’d. him- 
felf againft the Intereft of the Pretender, in Favour of 
the prefent Eftablifiment ; and that his Family had fuf- 
fer’d on Account of their Loyalty: That his Honfe ly- 
ing near Perth, he was feizd: there by the-Rebels, and 
carry’d Prifoner to that Town ; that they usd him barba- 
. roufly, threatening him with, Fire and Sword, in cafe 
_he refas’d to go with chem; but that he forbid his Servants 
to follow him.; that he took no Arms with him, nor was 
he follow’d by any of his Tenants: That he was kept 
Prifoner under a Guard at Perth ’cill the Pafling the Forth, 
-. whither he was fent againft his Will, and forc’dinto a 
j, Boat: That he was always watch’d while he was among 
the Rebels, left he fhould efcape, which he once atrempt- 
ed.to do, but was retaken ; after which, they kept a more 
frit Eye upon him:. That he had no Arms, faving his 
wearing Sword; neither had he any Command, nor ever 
was in,jany Aétion. But notwithftanding all this, 
becaufe, his,,appearing with the Rebels, tho’ he bore 
no Command among them, nor was in any actual 
Hoftility,; ;was Treafon in Law.; the Jury, after a pretty 
Jong Stay, brought him in guilty, and he receiv’d Sen- 
tence of Death as ufual.

N the roth of May, at the Court of Admiralty in 

the Marfhalfey in Southwark, came onthe Trya] of 
Francis’ Farquharfon, alias Fergufon, Efq; before Mr, Ju- 
ftice Powys, Mr. Juftice Dormer, and Mr. Baron Mountugue. 
The Evidence for the King againit the Prifoner depos’d, 
That the firft Time they faw him in Arms, was at Kel/a ; 
but that they faw him afterwards at feveral Places on 
their March, ’till they came to Lancaffer, where, as well 
as at feveral other Places; he was prefent when rhe Pre- 
tender was proclaim’d ; and that they faw him again 
at Preffon, walking with fome of the Rebels, with 
his Sword by his Side. Some of che Witnefles were afk’d, 
if he might not have made his Efcape from the Rebels, 
if he had attempted it? To which they anfwer’d, Thar 
they thought that he or any one elfe might, for they 
faw no Confinement on any of them. The Counfel for 
the Prifoner urg’d in his Behalf, That he was forc’d into 
the Rebellion againft his Confent and Liking; and to ma- 
nifeft this, had feveral Times attempted to get away be- 
fore they came to Preffon, but was prevented. Some of 
the Witneffes for the Prifoner faid, That ic was difficule 
and dangerous to endeavour to efcape; and that one or 
two of the Highlanders had been fliot by their own Par- 
ty, for attempting to getaway. The Prifoner likewife 
call’d fome Perfons who had known him log, and de- 
clar’d, That they had never heard him fpeak difrefpe<t- 
fully of the Government, but that they had always be- 
liev'd him a‘Friend to it. In fhort, his Cafe was left ro 
the Jury, who, after fome Stay, brought him in not 
guilry. Upon their delivering their Verdict, a great Up- 
roar was rals'\d in the Court, by clapping of Hands and 
fhouting, which the Court look’d-on as an Infule upon 
them, and two Perfons were-apprehended for it: One of 
them, viz. Richard Blackden, a Tallow-Chandler in Lambeth, 
who was upon the Pannel asa Jury-Man, was fin’d one 
Hundred Pounds, and conftrain’d to find Sureties for his 
good Behaviour for a Twelve-month ; the other, viz. Ste- 
phen Wood, the Son of a Cabinet-maker in Southwark, was 
fin’d fifty Pounds, and condemn’d to one Year’s Imprifon- 
rent. 
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The Tryal of Mr. John Innis. 


T the fame Time, and before the fame Judges, came 
on the Tryal of Mr. Johu Innis ; againft whom, the 
Indi&tment being open’d by the King’s Counfel, it was 
depos’d, That he was in the Rebellion from its firft Break- 
ing out; that he was feen at the Pafling the Forth, and fe- 
veral Times on the March of the Rebels to Preffon, where 
he was likewife feen both the Night before, and on the 
Day of the Action, walking with fevera] of the Rebels, 
with his Sword by his Side, in the Streets, and in the 
Market-Place. He produc’d no Wirnefles to contradict 
any Part of this Evidenee, but infifted by his Counfel, 
That he had been forc’d into the Rebellion; for, being 
a Vaflal of the Earl of Mar, he receiv’d an Order from 
the faid Earl to join him at Perth, upon Pain of Fire and 
Sword ; which Order was brought him by Focky Forbes, 
the Farl’s Bailiff of Kildrummie, He faid he took this Sum- 
mons to be only for a Hunting Match, they having been 
often fummon'd upon that and the like Occafions: But 
thar he knew nothing of the Rebellion ’rill afrerwards, 
- He produc’d this original Letter, or Order, but the Court 
would not let it be read as Evidence, becaufe the Perfon 
was not there to fwear tothe Delivery of it. He far- 
ther pleaded, That tho’ it had been prov’d that he was 
with the Rebels, yet he carry’d no Arms, but wore only 
a walking Sword, ashe ufwally did; and hat he would 
feveral Times have left them, but knew not how. Upon 
the whole Matter the Jury acquitted him. 


The Tryal of Richard Townley, Efy; 


N the r5th of May, at the Court of Admiralty,in the 

Marfhai{zy in Southwark, Richard Towaley of Townley, 
in the County Palatine of Lancaffer, Efq; was try’d for 
High Treafon, before Mr. Juftice Blencowe, Mr. fuitice 
Tracy, Mr. Juftice Eyre, and Mr. Juftice Prat. The Witnetles 
for the King depos’d againit the Prifoner, That he appear’d 
among the Rebelsat Preffon, and was prefent with them 
at feveral Places in the. Town : That there was a Troop 
among them call’d Mr. Townley’s Troop, confifting of a- 
bout twenty Men, who had all of °em Armsof one Sort or 
other; andthat in this Troop were his Coach-man, his But- 
ler,and his Poftillion. It wasobferv’d likewife, That there 
had been Money offer’d to one of the King’s Witnefies, to 
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goout of Town, and not give Evidefice. His Counfel 
faid in his Defence, That they did allow there had been 
avery vile and unnatural Rebellion carry’d on, and that 
it had been fworn, that the Prifoner was among the Re: 
bels, but that ic did not appear thar he acted any Parc 
among, them ; but they hop’d to fhew he came thither by 
Conftraint. And as for that which was call’d his Troop, 
it wasan eafy, nay, :avery {pecious Matter, for rhe Re- 
bels, to give a Reputation to a bad Caufe, ro diftinguifh 
their Forces by the Names of Gentlemen of the beft Cre- 
dit in che Conntry.. As to what one of the King’s Evi- 
dence fwore, That he faw him in « red Waftecoat, and with 
a Blunderbufs on his Arm, at the Head of his Troops 
they call’d Evidence, who depos’d, That there was a 
Perfon fo diftinguifh’d, but his Name was Leonard, and 
thar it was he who commanded the Traop fo call’d 3 and 
that Mr. Townley had no fuch ‘Waftecoat on ‘during his 
being at Preffon.. He call’d Witnefles to prove, that he 
left his Honfe for fear of being fecur’d by the Militia of 
the Country, who were then gathering together to fecure 
Papifts, and-Perfons repuced to be difaffected to the Go- 
vernment. The firft of thefe was his Houfe-keeper, who 
depos’d, Thaton the 7th of November che Militia of 
the Country came to her Mafter’s Houfe, and {wore they 
would fhoot him; and that they fir'd a Piftol into the 
Room where her Mafter and Miitrefs were in Bed ; tho” 
it is remarkable that this Evidence faid after, That her 
Mafter was gone before they came. She was afk’d, If 
her Mafter hadi not, among. his Cloaths, a red Watfte- 
coat > She faid, Yes «but he had it nor with him at Pre- 
fon: That he wok with him three Shirts, an) a Neck- 
cloth or cwo 3’. but. no'Cloaths; <exceprthofe on his Back. 
Being thus driven from his own Houfe, as he faid, he 
went towards Rochdale, andi there came to tlie Houfé of 
one Mrs. Ramfiden, near that Town, whom he defir'd c6 
conceal him, telling her, that the Militia were iu Pur- 
fuit of him to take him. This Mrs. Ram/fden depos’d, 
That he came the fame Night to her Houle, and there 
ftaid. *till nexe Day; but fome of the King’s Forces 
marching that Way, and a Carriage happening to break 
near the Houfé, ‘fhe'told him fhe fear’d he was not fafe 
there, and advis’d him to go towards York/hire 5 burt rhe 
Prifoner anfiver’d, That wou'd not be fafe neither, for 
the King’s Forces were up there. This Wirnefs was atk’d, 
Why fhe thought te would not be fafe there? She faid, 
She did not know 5 but thar fhe thanght they would have 
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taken himup. This Anfwer produc’d the following Ob- 
fervation from the King’s Counfel 5 That it appear’d that 
the Prifoner feem’d afraid of the King’s Forces, and of 
the Militia, who would have done him no manner of 
Harm, but rather have been a Proteétion to him; at the 
fame Time, that he had fent his Servants away with his 
Horfes to the Rebels, left they fhould fall into. the King’s 
Hands, or be of any Ufein his Service. It was likewife 
obferv’d, That fgom the Time he came to Mrs. Ramfden’s 
Houfe, tothe Time he arriv’d at Preflon, there was no 
Account were he was, .or had been. © To’ this he faid, 
He could have given an Account very clearly ; but thar 
the Servant who then atrended him, wasa Prifoner at 
Chefter, and he could not procure him, tho’ he apply’d 
feveral Times to have him up, but underftood it could 
not be granted : That from Rochdale he {et out with the 
faid Servant, defigningto go to Kirkham, on the Weftern 
Side of Lancafbire, asthinking that Part moft fafe, having 
fent Home to know if he might with Safety return, and 
found he could aior 5 but by the Way was furrounded by 
a Party of Highlanders, and carry’d Prifoner to Preffons 
where, as he alledgd, he remain’d under Conftrainr all 
that Time, his Horfes being fecur’d, and himfelf fo 
watch’d, that he could not efcape from thence as he in- 
tended. As for his Seryants who were among the Rebels, 
he pretended they had Leen fent away with his beft Hor- 
fes, that they might not be feiz’d by the Militia, and 
that he did not direét chem to goto the Rebels, nor knew 
how they came to do fo. Hereupon the King’s Coun- 
fel obferv'’d, That ic was very extraordinary thar the 
Prifoner fhould fly from the Militia, and go for Safety 
tothe Rebels; or fear going towards York/bire, becaute 
the King’s Forces were there ; who, if they had feiz’d 
him, would have done him do manner of Wrong; but 
rather have been a Protection to him: That as t0 -his 
being taken by the Rebels, and carry’d violently to Pre- 
fon, there was no Proef of it, and évery one might al+ 
ledge the fame: That as tohis being brought Prifoner to 
the Guard, it was ufual in all Garrifons, when any 
Strangers enter the Town, to carry them tothe Guard 
to be examin’d; but it appear’d, that as foon as he had 
difcover’d whe he was, being Brother-in-Law to the 
Lord Widdrington, he had been fet at Liberty, and went 
where he wou’d, and might eafily have made his Efcape ; 
it appearing by the King’s Evidence, that he walk’d where 
he wau'd; and tho’ feveral People went in and ont du- 
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ring the Time he was there, yer he remain’d inthe Town 
to the laft: That ic feem’d ftrange likewife, that he fhould 
fend his Servants with his Horfes to the Rebels, who 
were a¢tually in their Service, under Pretence of fe- 
curing them ; or that they fhould come there without his 
Order. 

Mr. Towuley himfelf. faid; That what. was alledg’d by 
the King’s Counfel, of his flying from: the Militia, or 
fearing to fall into the Hands of the King’s Forces, who 
won'd have done him no Wrong, might be true roothers; but 
in the Cafe of Roman Catholicks, on fauch Ogcafions, they were 
ufually taken up, their Horfes and Arms feiz’d, and them- 
felves confin’d ; fo ghacat beft ic was very chargeable and 
troublefome to them: To avoid which, they ufually retir’d 
*till che Noife was over, and then return’d with Safecy 
to their own Houfes. He likewife call’da Witnefs ro 
prove, that he wou’d have hir’d a Horfe to get away from 
Preflon ; but whether this was before the King’s Forces 
were upon them, or after, did not appear; nor that he 
feem’d diffatisfy’d with. the Rebellion. Upon the whole 
Matter the Jury wenr out, and after half an Hour’s Stay, 
brought him in not guilty. 





The Tryal of Edward Tildefley, E/g; 


T the fame Time,and before the fame Judges, came 

on the Tryal of Edward Tildefley of the Lodge,-in the 
County Palatine of Lancaffer, Efq; againft whom one of 
the Witneffts for the King depos’d, That being in Prefer, 
and hearing a Shout, he ran to fee what was the Matter, 
and heard prefently that Mr. Tildefley’s Troop was come = 
That thereupon looking out, he faw him at the Head of 
about 20 Men, (fome of them arm’d) riding with his 
Sword drawn. There were other Evicences who depos’d, 
They faw him come intothe Town with fuch a Num- 
ber of Men, but none of them would fwear to the Par- 
ticular of his Sword’s being drawn, but that one; mor 
that he appear’d to head them any Time after, or was in 
any Aétion; but that they were always call’d Mr. Til- 
ager Troop. It was prov’d, that he was feen with fome 
the Rebels, and had din’d with them, his own Ser- 
vants waiting on him. To all which, his Counfel an- 
fwer'd in his Behalf, That as to the Troop’s going by his 
Name, the Reafon had been accounted for before in the 
Tryal of Mr. Townley. It was true, one Evidence fwore, 
That he faw him with his Sword drawn, but it was to be 
; ebferv’d, 
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obferv’d, that he duid ic was about five or fix a-Cleck, 
which at that Time of the Year:was uftally dark; and 
the Evidence might not'only be deceiv’d in the Cireum- 
ftance of his Sword being drawn, but even in thé Per- 
fon himfelf ; but for the later, it would be eafily thewn 
how he came there ; for which they call’d Witnefles, firft 
inna-Maria Tiidéfley, who faid fhe was the Prifoner’s 
Houfe-Keeper: That on the Friday Morning a great’ Nain- 
ber of arnt’d Men came to the Hoffe, and in a thréaten- 





ing Manner faid, they would have her :‘Mafter along § 


with them: That they ftaid fome Time, and took what 
the Houfe afforded’; “during which they kept the Prifo- 
ner confin’d in 4‘Room, and would not fuffer chis ‘Depo- 
‘nent to go near him, {wearing fhe fhould not hinder him 
from going with thém, and accordingly took him away 
with them, Next Mrs. Fildefley, the Prifoner’s Mother,was 
call'd, and deposds That he came to Preffox on the Friday 
Night ‘above mention’d, and fhe having no Lodgtng, 
fent to an Inn'to procure him oné; and that he exprefs’d 
hinfelf diflatisfy’d at his being brought thither. This 
was-confirm’d by one Farkinfon, who kept the Inn 5; who 
faid farther, That the Prifoner: and he talk’d of fome 
Law-Affairs, and not of any Thing relating to the Re- 
bellion : Bur being afk’d where the Prifoner lay the next 
Night, he faid, he did not know. Anna-Maria Tildefley 
being afk’d by the Prifoner’s Counfel, If fhe had not héard 
that ‘he attempted’ to make his Efcape? fhe faid, Yes; 
and, among other Ways, it was once agreed that he 
fhonld go away in Woman’s Cleaths, and accordingly 
a Relation of theirs, who wasa pretty bulky Woman, 
an@ef his Size, was aétually undreffing ; but this was 
anréfolv’d on again. He call’d another Witnefs, who 
fwore, That the. Prifoner would have hir’d a Horfe of 
him on Saturday Morning ; and being afk’d,if the Prifo- 
ner told him where he was to go? he faid, He told him he 
was to go Home to his own Honfe, for his own Horfes 
were known , and that he exprefs’d ‘himfelf to this Evi- 
dence very much concern’d at his being there: But it 
was ftrittly examin’d into, whether rhis was not after 
they heard the King’s Forces were Coming up? for no 
Doubt, as iz was obférv’d, they would many, or all 
of them, have been glad of any Means of efcaping 
the Danger that chrearen’d them, when they began to fee 
they had made a falfe Conjecture of the Strength of the 
Rebels, and of che Vigilance and Aétivity of the King’s 
Troops. The Prifoner call’d Sir’ George vee 
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fome other Gentlemen, to his Reputation, who faid, they 
never heard him {peak with Diirefpect of, the Govern- 
ment ; but faid, he was a facetious inoffenfive Man. Up- 
on the whole, the Jury credited the Pleay That he was 
brought by Violence, and kept by Conitraine; for he was 
likewife acquitted. 

Upon the Acquittal of thefe Gentlemen, efpecially of 
the two ,lait.of them, who were Men of cquiiderable E- 
ftates, it was thought fit. to difcharge this Surrey-Jury 5 
and accordingly, on the 7th of May, Mr. Baron Mountague 
came to the Marfaalfey-Court, where the Names of the 
Jury being call’d over, he repeated to them-che Tranf 
actions ofthe Rebels takep at Preffon, and took Notice of 
his Majefty’s Clemency towards them, in regard of the 
very few who had been, executed, in Comparifon of 
the Number of his Majefty’s Soldiers and Subjects chat 
had been. murder’d by them. He faid, That ic feem’d 
very extraordinary to all good Subjects, rhat_ the Rebels 
who had been try’d in that Court, had found fo much 
Favour, efpecially Mr. Townley and Mr, Tildefley, againit 
whom the Proofs were full and ftrong, and. che. rather be- 
caufe five Perfons; whom they had drawn intd the Rebel- 
lion, had been executed im the Country. He added, Thar 
he did. not charge any one particular Perfon of them, 
but ic feem’d furprizing thata Jury of Surrey only fhould 
fo diftinguifh themfelves : That the Panel of the Jury, 
out of Lenity to the Rebels, had, infteadof two Days, 
been communicated to them, above twice as many Weeks 
before : And in Conclufion, he told them, That they were 
difcharg’d, and might go about their BufinefS; at which 
they feem’d well pleas’d. Then the Court adjourn’d to 
the goth af that Month, againit which Time a new Ju- 
ry was impanell’d. 





The Tryal of John Hall, E/q; 


N the 16th of May, at the Court of Exchequer at 
Weftminfier, came on the Tryal of John Hall of Or- 
terburn in the County of Northumberland, E{q, before Mr. 
Juftice Blencowe, Mr, Juftice Eyre, Mr. Juftice Dormer, Mr. 
Juftice Tracy, and Mr. Juftice Prat. The Evidence againtt 
this Gentleman depos’d, That he join’d the Rebels foon 
after their meeting at Plainfield, and march’d with them 
to Preffon, where he was taken. One Evidence was very 
pofitive of feeing him at Rodberry, and that he was there 
with others of the Rebels. Patten {wore he faw; him on 
be Cc — Horfe-

Horfelback among the Rebels near Wooler ; but the Prifo- 
ner’s Counfei difputed, whether that Place were within 
theCounry of Northumberland, for otherwife that Indi&- 
ment would fall, and the Attorney-General might bring 
another Indxtment laid in any other Place, if he faw 
good. But there was one Evidence who pretty plainly 
made this Place out to be within that County and de- 
pos’d, That he faw the Prifoner on the March with the 
Rebels. This Evidence faid, He had been ftiz’d by the 
Rebels as a Spy, kept by them feveral Days, and mee 
With very fevere Ufage from them. Being afk’d by the 
Prifoner’s Counfel, How he who had been kept under Re- 
Rtrainr, could fee the Prifoner at rhe Bar, with the Rebels ? 
he faid, He was‘carry’d on the March with rhem'under 
a Guard, fothat he faw the Prifoner and others, they being 
but ata verylittle Diftancefrom him. The Prifoner him- 
felf faid, That being a Juftice of Peace, he was at the Sefli- 
ons at Alnwyke when he heard of the Meeting at Plainfield : 
That he rode from Alnwyke to a Friend’s Houfé, where he 
ftaid all Night, and was going Home next Day 3 when, it 
being tempeftuous Weather, as he was ftooping on his 
Horfe’s Netk, with his Head to the Wind,‘ona fudden 
he and his Man were furrowrided by the Rebels, and car- 
ry'd away by Violence: Nor had he any Arms, or above 
7s. 6d. in his Pocket. His Servant depos’d this, and 
That his Mafter was never at Rodberry in the Time that 
had been fworn, but was conftantly kept under a Guard 
of the Rebels; but being crofs-examin’d, he appear’d 
very backward in anfwering fuch Queftions as were 
afk’d by the King’s Counfel: Nor did ic appear, even 
by his Evidence, that his Mafter’s Horfes were confin’d, 
bat that he look’d after, and had the Charge of them as 
ufua!, and his Mafter rode them at Pleafure. Patten like- 
wife faid, That he never faw any Reftraint laid on him, 
but that he was as much at Liberty as himfelf. He call’d 
fome to proye, that he had exprefs’d his Diffatisfaction 
at being ‘forc’d along with the Rebels, and faid, That he 
had no Difaffection tothe Government. But it was ob- 
‘ férv’d in the Charge to the Jury, which was {poke to by 
the whole ‘Bench, That it was without Doubt, if a Man 
was feen among Rebels, tho’ even he had been forc’d thi- 
ther, and had Opportunities after (as it appear’d the Pri- 
foner had ‘frequent ones) to efcape from them, and did 
not do it, but continu’d with his Prefence to abet and 
comfort them, yet ic was Treafon within the Law: 
Thatif that Allegation, of being forc’d away, were o 
fer’ 
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fer’d to pafs, it “would be next to impoflible to come at 
Evidence to prove them guilty, fince every Man mighic 
pretend the fame Thing, and that might pafs for Force, 
which was in Effeét only their own Confent and Contri- 
vance. 

After a pretty long Tryal, the Jury found him guilry ; 
and then Mr. Hall being afk'd, If he had any Thing 
to fay why Judgment fhould not pafs upon him, he de- 





firda {mall Time might be granted him, and fiid, he 


wastry’d in a ftrange Place, where he knew no Body, 
and by. a new Law which he did not underftand : Bur, 
had he a longer Time, he could produce many Witnefles 
to prove that he was not difaffected tothe prefent Govern- 
ment, and who would give him a good Charaéter: Bur 
he was told it was now toolate, andthe Court could 
not in Juftice grant his Requeft. Upon-which he faid, 
God’s Will be done. Then Sentence of Death, as in Cafes 
of High Treafon, was pronounc’d upon him; in Purfu- 
ance whereof, on the 13th of July following, he was exe- 
cured’ at Tyburn, together with Mr. Pau! the Clergy-man, 
and his Limbs were given to his Relations. In his Paf- 
fage to Tyburn on the Sledge, he gave not the leaft Tokens 
of Difmay; but on the Contrary, feem’d to have puc 
ona bold Refolution, and in a kind of Bravado, now 
and then tofs’d his Hat round his Head, as if he glory’d 
in his Punifhment. At the Place of Execution he deli- 
yer'da Paper to the Sheriff, which was printed the nex¢ 
Day, and is as follows : 


The Speech of John Hall, E/g; 


Friends, Brethren, and Cowutry-men, 

Am come here to die for the fake of God, my King, 
I and my Country, and I heartily rejoyce that I am 
counted worthy of fo great an Honour; for let noc any 
of you think that I am come to a fhameful and igno- 
minious Ends the Truth and Juftice of the Canfe for 
which I fuffer, makes my Death a Duty, a Virtue, and 
an Honour. Remember that I lay down my Life for 
afferting the Right of my own lawful Sovereign King 
James the third ; that I offer my felf asa Victim for the 
Liberties and Happinefs. of my dear Country, and my 
belav’d Fellow-Subjests ; that I fall ‘a Sacrifice to Tyrari- 
ny, Oppreffion, and Ufurpation: In fhort, confider that 
I fuffer in Defence of the Commands of God, and of the 


Lawsand hereditary Conftitution of the Land ; and theka 
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know, and be affur’d, that I am nor a Traytor, buta 
Martyr. ' ‘4 

Ideclare-that I die a true and fincere Member of the 
Church of * Engiand, but not of the Revolution Schifma- 
tical Church, witofe Bifhops have fo rebellioufly aban- 
con’d the King, and fo fliamefully given up the Rights 
of the Church, by fubmitting to the unlawful invalid 
Lay-Deprivations of the Pritice of Orange. The Com- 
munion I die in, is that of the’true Catholick Non-juring 
Church of England 5; and 1 pray God to profper and in- | 
creafe it, and to gratit, if ir be his good Pleafure, that 
it may rife again and flourith. 

I heartily beg Pardon of all whom I have in any Man- 
ner,:and at any Time, injur’d and offended, Ido par- 
ticularly implore Forgivenefs of God and my King, for 
having fo far fwerv'd from my Duty, as tocomply with 
the Ufurpation, in fwearing Allegiance to it, and acting 
in publick Pofts by the Ufurper’s Commiflions,; which 
were void of all Power and Authority. God knows my 
Heart, I did thisat firft thro’ Ignorance and Error 5 but 
after I had recolleéted my felf, and inform’d my Judg- 
ment better; I’ repented, and drew my Sword for the 
King, and now fubmit my felf to this violent Death 
for his fake. I heartily pray God; my Penitence and my 
Sufferings may atone for my former Crimes; and this 
I beg, tiro’ the Merits,’ Mediation, and Sufferings of my 
Meareft Saviour Chrift Jefus. 

I do fincerely forgive all my Enemies, efpecially thofe 
who have either caus’d or increas’d the Diftractions in 
Church or State; I pray God have Mercy upon them, and 
{pare them, becaufe they are the Work of his own Hands, 
and becaufe they are redeem’d with his Son’s moft preci- 
ous Blood. Ido particularly forgive, from the Bottom 
of. my: Heart, the Elector of Bruufwick, who murders 
sme; my unjuft pretended Judges and Jury, who conviét- 
ed and condemn’d me ; Mr. Patten and Mr. Carnaby, Evi- 
dences who {wore againft me at my Tryal; and I do here 
ideclare, upon the Words of a dying Man, (and all my 
Northumberland Fellow-Prifoners can teftify the fame) 
that the Evidence they gave, was fo far from being the 
‘Fruth, the whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth, 
that,in Relation to, my Indiétment, they {wore not one 
true Thing againft me, but many abfolure Falfehoods. I 
pray God forgive them, for I am fure I do. 

Laftly, I forgive all who had any Hand in the Surren- 
@cr at Preffon, for they have furrender’d away my Lifé, 

and 
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and I would to God that were the only bad Confequence 
of it; but, alas! it is too plain, that the Surrenderers 
not only ruin’2 many of his Majefty’s brave and fairh- 
ful Subjects, but gave up their King -and Country into 
the Bargain ; for it was then in their Power to have re- 
ftor'd the King with Triumph to his Throne, and there- 
by to. have made us a happy People. We had reptils’d 
our Enemies at every Attack, and were ready, willing, 
and able to have attack’d them on our Side; even our 
common Men were brave, courageous, and refolure: On 
the other Hand, theirs were directly the contrary, infomuch 
that after they had run away from our firft Fire, they 
could never be brought fo much as to endeavour to ftand 
a fecond. This I think my felf oblig’d in Juitice to 
mention, that Mr. Wills may not impofe upon the World 
as if he and his Troops had conquer’d us, and gain’d the 
ViGtory ; for the Truth is, after we had oonquer’d them, 
our Superiors thought fit to capitulate and ruin us. [ 
wifh them God’s and the King’s Pardon for it. 

May it pleafe the Almighty to blefs, preferve, and re- 
ftore our only rightful and lawful Sovereign King James 
the third ; may he direét his Council, and profper his 
Arms; may he bring him to his Kingdom, and fer the 
Crown upon his Head ; may he proteét him from the 
Malice of his Enemies, and defend him from thofe who, 
for a Reward, would flay him innocent; may he granc 
him in Health and Wealth long to live; may he ftreng- 
then him, that he may vanquifh and overcome all his E- 
nemies ; and finally, when it pleafes his infinite Wifdom 
to take him out of this World, may he take him to him- 
felf, and reward him with an everlafing Crown of Glo- 
ry in the next. 

Thefe, my beloved’ Country-men, are the fincere Pray- 
ers; thefe the laft Words of me, who am now a dying 
Perfon ; and if you have any Regard to the laft Breath 
of one who is juft going out of the World, let me beg 
of you to be dutiful, obedient, and loyal to your only So- 
vereign Liege Lord King fames the third; beever ready 
to ferve him, and be fure you never fail to ufe all your 
Endeavours ro reftore him; and whatever the Confequence 
be, remember that you have a good Caufe and a gracious 
God, and expect a Recompence from him, 

To that God, the God of Truth and Holinefs, the Re- 
warder of all who fuffer for Righteoufnefs Sake, I com- 
mend my Soul, befeeching him to have Mercy vas 
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for the Sake of my dear Redeemer and merciful Saviour 
Jefus Chrift our Lord, Amen, Amen, Amen, 
July 13, 0746. John Hall, 
POSTSCRIPT. 

Might reafonably have expected my Life would have 
iT been fav’d, fince I had obtain’d five Reprieves ; but I 
find that the Dnke of Hamover and his evil Counfellors 
who guide him, have fo little Virtue and Honour them- 
felves, that they are refolv’d not to {pare my Life, be- 
caufe I would not purchafe ic upon bafe and difhonoura- 
ble Terms. I have Reafon to think, that at firft I could 
have fecur’d both Life and Fortune, if I would have 
pleaded guilty; andI doubt not but I might fince have 
obtain’d Favour, if I would have petition’d in a vile and 
fcandalous manner ; but Iwas refolv’d to do nothing 
whereby I fhould have difown’d my King, and deny’d 
my Principles; and I thank my good God both for in- 
fpiring me with hisholy Refolution, and for giving me 
the Grace to perform it.

The Tryal of Robert Talbot, E/g; 
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N the fame Day that Mr. Hall was try’d, as likewife 
, at the fame Place, and before the fame Judges, Ro- 
bert Talbot, Efg; was afterwards try'd. The Evidence 
againft him was very full; they fwore, That he was with 
the Rebels during their whole March from Kel/o to Preffon, 
and had the Name of a Captain among them, commanding 
2 Troop of about 24 Horfe. That at feveral Places he 
drew up and difciplin’d the faid Troop, march’d con- 
ftantly at their Head, particularly that he drew them up 
round the Crofs at Morpeth, and was prefent with them 
whilft the Proclamation was reading there for proclaim- 
ing the Pretender. That he likewife drew them up and 
headed them in the Attack at Preffon, they being then on 
Foot. Two of the Witnefles againft him, were of thofe 
Men ; infomuch that he having little to fay in his De- 
fence, was found guilty of High Treafon, and receiv’d 
Sentence of Death accordingly. 


















The Tryai of Richard Gafcoigne, E/q; 


N the 17th of May, at the Court of Excheguer in 
Wefiminfter,, came on the Tryal of Richard Gaf- 
eoigne, Efq; the Lord Chief Juftice Parker, Mr, Juftice Blen- 
come,

cowe, Mr. Jultice Tracy, Mr. Juftice Dermer, and Mr. Ju- 
ftice Prat being on the Bench, In. opening the Indié- 
ment againft the Prifoner, ic was fec forth, That he had nor 
only been aétually in Arms in Lancafhive, where he was 
taken, but had likewife been early concern’d in the Con- 
fpiracy that led to this Rebellion; particularly, chac he 
was privy to a Defign that was laid for a Rifing which 
was to have been in the Weft of England, for the feizing 
of Oxford, Briftel, and-the Bath, for the Pretender. That 
there had been feveral Boxes or Chefts of Arms directed 
to the Prifoner, who was.in the greateft Truft and Favour 
with fome of the Chiefs engag’d in the Rebellion ; and 
the King’s Council particularly obferv’d that chere 
were feveral, [ich Evidences of this under fome of their 
own Hands, as would put the Matter out of Doubt ; buc 
that there were fome Reafons which render’d it not fo 
proper yet to divulge thofe Evidences,which would, how- 
ever, be produc’d when Time ferv’d. The firft Wicnefs 
who fwore again the Prifoner, was Patten, one of che 
Rebel Clergy-men, who fpoke tq the Rebellion in general, 
recounting the feveral Marches and Tranfactions of the 
Rebels: He likewife faid, That he faw Mr. Gafcoigne ac 
the Bull and Afitre Inns at Prefton, and in Mr, Forfier’s Com- 





ye ; 

The next Evidence was one Mr. Wye, who depos’d, 
That coming once tothe Dutchefs of Ormond’s, he faw 
the Prifoner in her Grace’s Clofet : That being introduc’d, 
he told her Grace, he was juft come from France, and had 

efeen the Duke but fix Days before, who was well, and 
would be here quickly from Bayonne 5 and the Pretender 
from fome other Place: Upon which, her Grace call’d for 
a Map, to find whereabouts St. Sebafian lay. That he 
was atk’d by her Grace what People faid at Paris, eipeci- 
ally in relation to Sit Wiliam Wyndham ; and atk’d Mr. 
Gafcoigne, Whether what was faid in che publick News, 
that Sir William had Letters found in his Pocket of dan- 
gerous Confequence, was true? To which Mr. Gafcoigne 
faid, He could not tell; but if it were fo, a School-Boy 
would deferve to be whipp’d for carrying fuch Papers in 
his Pocket. Ic being at that Time generally difcours’d 
about Town, that Sir William Wyndham had furrender'd 
himfelf, Gafcoigne faid, That he had fent or carry’d him 
one of the Proclamations, (but the Evidence could not be 
pofitive which) and added, If he was taken, their De- 
fign was ruin’d, for there were a hundred Gentlemen 
who waited only for:‘a Signal, and Sis William would be 
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at the Head of 8 or gooo Men. That the Lady Rochefter 
having afk’d him (Mr. Gafcoigne) where Sir William was? 
the Prifoner reply’d, Whether if he fhould tell her La- 
dithip, fhe would not make ufe of it to perfwade him 
to furrender? but if it were only to give Sir William No- 
tice of the Proclamation, he told her, that he had alrea- 
dy fent him one. Mr. Wye farther declar’d, That when 
he was in her Grace’s Clofet, he faw a Gentleman drefs’d 
very fine in lac’d Scarlet Cloaths, which he underftood 
was one of the Cottons, and having fince feen Mr. Cot- 
tov, knows it to be the fame Perfon. There were fome 
other Circumftances which Mr. Wye faid Mr. Gafcoigne 
told him ; particularly that the Prifoner faid, That he 
came to London to learn whether Sir William Wyndham made 
any Difcovery. 

The Prifoner deny’d what this Witnefs had faid, and 
afk’d him feveral-Queftions, which Mr. Wye anfwer'd, 
and ftuck clofein general, with great Affurance, to what 
he had fworn, On thisOccafion Mr, Gafcoigne defir’d the 
Dutchefs of Ormond and Lady Emily Butler might. be 
call’d, which was accordingly done, and Chairs were 
plac’d forthem in Court. They were both fworn, and 
her Grace being afk’d to give the beft Account fhe could 
of what pafs’d at the Time that Mr, Wye and Mr. Gaf- 
coigne were in her Clofet, fhe faid, That there was indeed 
fome Difcourfe of Sir William Wyndham at that Time, 
about the Proclamation iffu’d againft him. Being afk’d, 
Whether there was not at that Time fome Talk of the 
Pretender, or of Bayonne? fhe faid, She thought there 
might be fomething faid of Bayonne; but as to the Par- 
ticulars of the 8 or gooo Men, or the Signal tothe hun- 
dred Gentlemen, fhe did not remember any fuch Thing ; 
nay, (upon being more nearly queftion’d) fhe faid, fhe 
could almoft be pofitive there was no fuch Thing faid. 
Lady Emily Butler faid, That what the Dutchefs had related, 
was true, and fhe knew nothing elfe. 

Mr. Wye being again call’d, perfifted in his former E- 
vidence very pofitively. The Prifoner defir’d fome Quefti- 
ons might be put to him, which tended to call his Repu- 
tation in quettion, as to the Courfe of his Life ; which 
Mr. Wye anfwer'd in the following Manner; That indeed 
he had been fomewhat extravagant in his Youth, and 
{pent his Father a pretty deal of Money. That he had 
ferv’d as a Voluntier in the Army in Spain; and all thofe 
that knew him there, would give him a good Character. 
He call’d fome who had known him for about fix — 
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paft, who faid he had the Character of a very honeft 
Man, and behav’d himfelf very well. He faid he could 
have brought many others to his Reputation, bur did not 
imagine he fhould have had ahy Occafion ; and that he 
could have added many Particulars to, diferedit the Prifo- 
ner’s Reputation, byt he chofe to omit them, becanfe he 
would not aggravate Things againft him. 

Auother Evidence was Nathan ‘Wilcox, one of his Mas, 
jefty’s Meffengers, who {wore he had a Warrant on the 2d 
of November laft, to go to the Bath to feize the Prifo- 
ner; but when he came there, he heard he-had been gone 
from thence about a Fortnight; and that fome Chefts of 
Arms, which had been -feiz’d there,. were direéted toR. 
G. or GR. - Mr. Calderwood, the Quarter-Mafter among the 
Rebels, depos’d, That he faw the Prifoner at Pre/fon on 
the Friday, and afking who he was, was.told, he was 
come. from the Bath, a Warrant being out againft him ; 
that he was a true Friend tothe Canfe, and would do’em 
good Service. That on Saturday, the Day the King’s 
Forces came up, he faw him feveral times. on Horfeback, 
and fometimes on Foot, with his Syword drawn, very 
aGive in aflifting to defend the Town ;.and that he was 
prefent where the Council of War was held. Another 
fiid, He faw him drawn up in Rank with the Rebels that 
Day ; that he had particular Reafon toxemember it, for 
he came’ fix Times ‘with Brandy ; and that) two Perfons 
who colleéted the Excife for the Pretender, call’d to Mr; 
Gafcoigne, and afk’d him todrink. He repeated this Cir- 
cumftance cwo or three Times ; and added, that Mr, Gaj- 
coigne refus’d to drink., It. was by ‘all agreed, that. he 
did not appear among ‘the Revels as a, Prifoner, but 
quite otherwife, 

He faid in his Defence, That the Warrant iffu’d againgt 
him on Wye’s Evidences was the fole Occafien of his Mif- 
fortune; for the Dread of that Warrant drove him to- 
wards the North, after he had fought Shelter in Stafford- 
Shire and Derbyfhire ; and that he went after to Sir Roger 
Bradfbaigh’s, near Wigan, and defir’d the Protection of his 
Houfe; but Sir Roger refusd him, He then afk’d Six 
Roger to direét him to fome. Tenant of ‘his; but he refiys’d 
that alfo, faying, ic was the fame Thing ; but told him, 
there was an Inn hard by, where he might lies That 
he was feiz’d on ata Placé*call’d Heflington, and carry’d 
before Juftice Noe] of Reed, and, after Rxamination there, 
difcharg’ds' He told Sir Roger, that be was going towards 
Yorkfhirey and afk’d if Bolton was not in the Way? That 
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from Reed he borrow’d Mr. Townley’s Man to fhew him to 
Leverpoole, where, by the Way, he was feiz’d and carry’d 
Prifoner to Prefou. 

He call’d Sir Roger Bradfhaich, and fome other Witnef- 
fes, to fupport his Allegations, efpecially the Perfon who 
he faid was to be his Guide to Leverpoole, This Perfon 
depos’d, That he was fent by his Mafter co fhew the Pri- 
fonér to Leverpoofs, and coming near Ribble-Bridge, a 
Party of the Rebels ftopp’d him, and afking where they 
were going, he’ faid, to Leverpoole; but they faid he 
fhould go along with them, and fo carry’d him and the 
reft to Preffon. ‘That there were three or four others with 
"em, but he knew not who they were. Being atk’d, if 
they difarm’d *em, he faic, Me*did not fee they did. 
That when he came to Preffon, he went to his Mafter’s 
Houfe there, and the reft wene farther into the Town. 
He was afk’d, Whothey were that were with the Prifo- 
nér ? but he ‘faid, He did not know. One of the Wit- 
feffes had faid; ‘That he heard one ortwo of them were 
eall’d by the Name of Cotton; but this Witnefs infifted 
he knew not who they were: Nor did it appear by him, 
that either the Prifoner, or thofe with him, were us’d 
in rhe leaft like Prifoners. This Witnefs being ‘crofs- 
examin’d, ftem’d very backward to explain fome Parts of 
his Evidence ; particularly, he could not remenaber that 
he faw any Body at Reed, but the Prifoner, tho’ there 
Were near 100 Men’thar brought Mr. Gaftoignue. ‘He pre- 
tended he did not know Yorkfhire, tho’ his Mafter had 
an Eftate there, and he had been at it, but did not know 
it was Yorkfhire ; and, in fine, anfwer’d very indirectly 
to.many plain and neceflary Queftions the Court afk’d 
him. Moreoyer, it feem’d that Mr. Gafcoigne’s Talk of 
going into Yorkfire, was only that he was ignorant ’rill 
then where the Rebels were; but this being two Days 
after the Rebels arriv’d at Preffon, it feem’d really proba- 
ble that he had ‘Notice thereof, an@ fo chang’d his Rour, 
and travell’d in the Night, taking the direét Way to Pre- 
fron, where he ‘was receiv'’d and refpefted by General 
Forffer. ; me ' 

Gt was obferv’d farther by ‘the Court, that he com- 
plain’d all ‘his Misfortunes were owing to the Warrant 
iff’d on Wye’s Information, which forc’d him to quit 
the Bath, and go towards the North, having fhelter’d 
himfelf three Weeks in Staffordfhire and Derbyfbire ; 
’ whereas it appear’d, that the Warrant was not granted ’till 
the 2d of November, and he was at Sir-Roger Bradfhaigh’s the 
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qth. It was likewife very ftrangenor did any of the Evi- 
dence on either Side make it out, how Mr. Ga/coigne came 
to be difcharg’d before Juftice Noel, he being a iufpicious 
Perfon, and in hofe troublefome Times; nor, indeed, how 
the other Perfons who were with Gafcoigne, travelling to 
Prefton; (one or two of whom, one of the Witnefles fiid 
he heard were call’d Cottons) camé to Mr. Noel’s Honfe, or 
fell into Gaftoigne’s Company ; then, that they travell’d 
in the Night, fetting out, according to their own Evi- 
dence, about one or two in the Morning; and had a Ser- 
vant fent with them from that very Houfe, towards Le- 
verpoole, as they pretended, tho’ indeed the direct Road 
to Preffon, feem’d very ftrange: But grant it otherwife, 
he had before faid he was going towards Yorkjhjre, from 
which Leverpoole was the dire€t contrary Way ; and, in 
Truth, the Defign of the Rebels, when they enter’d Len- 
cafhire, was at firft to have gone to Leverpoole; but ’tis 
likely the Prifoner got other Intelligence, and fo rurn’d 
towards Preffon. Aftera long and’ full Heating, he was 
found guilry, receiv’d Sentence of Death accordingly, 
and a Rule was made for his Execution on the 2sth of 
that Month. 

This Gentleman was born in Ireland, and defcended 
of a good Family, that had well merited of the Crown 
in the Time of Oliver Cromwell’s Ufarpation ; he was on all 
Occafions zealous for the Intereft of the late unfortunace 
King fames and his Family, and a declar’d Enemy to the 
Revolution, Upon the Lofs of his Father, who was in 
the Service of the faid King fames at the Siege of Lime- 
rick, and dy’d foon after it, he fucceeded to an Eftate of 
about 200/, per Annum, upon which he might have liv’d 
comfortably in Ireland; buc that Kingdom being totally 
reduc’ to King William’s Obedience, he fold his Eftate, 
and return’d the Purchafe-money to London, which 
he chofe for the Place of his Abode. Being a tall hand- 
fome Man, and brought up to no Profeifion, he foon gor 
acquainted with moft of che Rakes of the Town, and 
with them indulg’d himfelf in all the Vices and Folliés 
of ungovern’d Youth. He hada natural Inclination ty 
Gaming.; and his Fortune ‘not being equal to his excrava- 
gant and luxurious Way of Living, he indeavour’d to ang- 
ment »what he was already*pollefs'd of, that he mighe 
appear with greater Splendor ; which, together with his 
good natural Parts, and civil Behaviour, ‘brought him 
into the Converfation of Perfons of Quality, and, by 
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@egrees, procur’d him an Intimacy with the Men in 
Power and Intereft in the late Reign. 

During his Continuance in Prifon, after Sentence, he 
gave himfelf wholly up to his Devotions, and was very 
‘exemplary in his Endeayours to make his Peace with God. 
He made it always his Requeft to thofe few Friends that 
vifited him, (for none but chofen Acquaintance were ad- 
mitted to him) to join with him in Prayer for the For- 
givenefs of the many and great Sins he had committed : 
Nor did he once go’out of his Chamber in the Prefs-yard, 
tho’ he had the Liberty of doing it, from the Time of 
his Arraignment. But the Sentiments: of his Mind may 
be difcover’d beft by the following Letter, which he fenr, 
the Night before his Execution, to a Perfon of Emi- 
nence, of the fame Religion with himéfelf. It runs 
thus ; 





Dear Sir, 

Cannot leave the World without fome Tokens of Gra- 

titude for the many and undeferv’d Favours which I 
have receiv’d from you: Therefore I fend this by the 
Hands of this Reverend Father, with my Prayers to the 
‘Divine Being, that he will fhower down fuch Bleflings 
upon you, in his good Time, as may return the many 
good Offices you have done me, fevenfold.. What you 
have done for the Support of my Body, under a crazy 
State, and the Wants that are generally artendant upon 
Prifoners, -divefted of all Neceflaries of Life, requires 
more Acknowledgments than I am capable of paying; 
but the Care you have taken in making Provifion for. the 
Welfare of my poor and immortal Soul, by fending this 
Holy Man to afift me with his Prayers and Advice, is 
beyond Expreflion. °Tisto this Act of Compaffion that 
J owe the Recovery of my felf from a State of Perdition; 
than which, nothing could have been more ruinous and 
miferable. To this, that Iam refcu’d out of the Jaws of 
fternal Death, andcan fay with the bleffed Apoftle, 0 
Death! where is thy Sting? O Grave! where is tly 
Pidory? Nor can 1 leave the World without due Aéts 
ef Acknowledgmenc for fo endearing, fo invaluable a 
Favour. 

Be pleas'd then to accept this laft Teftimony of Gra- 
titude, which it is’ not in Words to exprefs, and -to be- 
Jieve thatI am ready to pafs through the Vale of Death 
with all Chearfulnefs, being well affur'd of erernal Blifs 
and Salvation thyongh the Merits of Chrift Jefus our 
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common. Saviour, and the Interceflion of the bleffed 
Virgin, ‘and of all the Saints and Angels, with him chat 
ficteth on the Throne, and will at the laft Day judge the 
World in Righteoufnefs. 

I have nothing more than to defire yours and all good 
Catholicks Prayers, and to take Care rhat the Paper in- 
clos’d in. this, a Copy of which I intend, God willing, 
to give the Sheriff ac the Place of Execution, may be 
made publick as I have written it, and afk leave to fub- 
{cribe,

On Friday the 25th of May, when the Sheriffs Officers 
came to demand him at the ufual Hour, he appear’d no 
ways daunted, but receiv’d the Meflage with fuch a com- 
pos’d Countenance as fhew’d a due Preparation for Death 5 
and after his Fetters were knock’d off, he took them up 
and kifs'd them. This done, he gavea folemn Farewell 
to all his Friends in the Prefs-yard, and was conduéted 
to the Sledge, in which he fac with his Hat off, with his 
Eyes fix’d on Drexelius on Eternity, during his Paflage from 
Newgate to Tyburn. 

pon his Arrival there, before he went up into the 
Cart, he took off a handfome long Perriwig which he ware, 
-and gave it toa Friend, who put kim on a Night-Cap ; 
and being mounted, after kifling the Gallows, and offer- 
ing up his Devotions in his own Way, he addrefs’d_ him- 
felf to the Spectators, and told them, He was not afham’d 
of fuffering the ignominious and terrible Death he was to 
undergo, fince he trufted he fhould thereby make his 
Peace with an incens’d Deity, whom he had many ways 
heinoufly offended. To this he added, That he thoughe 
Aimfelf oblig’d, before his Paflage out of this World, to 
declare, that as to that Part of the Evidence at his Tryal, 
which render’d the Dutchefs of Ormond fufpeéted of know- 
ing the Secret for which he dy’d, ic was utterly falfe, 
and that he was heartily forry for being the Occalion of 
the Liberty that was taken by licentious Tongues, of cen- 
furing her Grace’s Conduét. That as ta the Lord Lanj- 
down ang Sir William Wyndham, both whofe Names were 
made ufe of at his Tryal, he had juftify’d them ina 
Paper which he would leave with the Sheriff; and as for 
hjs Religion, he dy’d in the Faith of a Roman, ne 
iy’ 
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fir'd the Prayers of all good Chriftians for the Welfare of 
his immortal Soul. Then he turn’d himfelf to the She- 
-riffy and deliver’d the Paper, which he defir’d him to 
make publick without Alterations. After this, he ad- 
drefs’d himfelf to God in Prayer by himfelf, refufing to 
join with the Ordinary, who attended to affift him in 
his Devotions. Then he put the Rope about his Neck ; 
and having faluted two Gentlemen that fat upon the 
Herfe that came for his Body, he pull’d it off again, to 
praya fecond Time. When rifing, he plac’d the Noofe 
on again, and having given the Executioner fome Mo- 
ney, he made the Signal for the Cart to drive away, and 
was turn’d off. 

°Twas obfervable, that he threw himfelf out of the 
Cart with great Force, and ashe hung, ftruck himfelf 
three Blows on the Stomach ; after which, he folded his 
Arms, and never ftir’d more. He was quarter’d, accord- 
- Ing to Sentence ; the Head and Quarters were deliver’d to 
Mr. King the Undertaker, who carry’d them Home to his | 
Honfe in Wild-/reet, in order to their Interment, which 
was done with all the Decency imaginable. 





The Paper which Mr. Gafcoigne deliver’d to the Sheriffs 


of London, was as follows. 


Take it tobe my Duty to leave this Paper behind me, 

to refute thofe falfe Accufations and Calumnies that 
have been defignedly fpread by People who, I am a- 
fraid, took Pains to procure unhappy Wretches to confirm 
them. 

Inthe firft Place, I declare I die an unworthy Mem- 
ber of the Holy Catholick Apoftolick Roman Church, and 
do acknowledge my felf the greateft of Sinners: But, 
bleffed be my God, I have a firm Confidence in the Suf- 
ferings of my Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift, by whofe 
Merits I hope I fhall be fav’d. 

I, from the Bottom of my Heart, forgive all thofe 
that Were my Enemies and Perfecutors, and hope Almigh- 
ty God, in his great Goodnefs, (and I befeech him to 
doit-as heartily as I beg Pardon for my own Sins) will 
pardon them, and give them Grace torepent. 

And T-earneftly beg Pardon of all chofe whom I have 
atfy ways offended or injur’d, and lament that it is not 
In my Power to make them Reparation: But, as they 
expect to be forgiven, I hope they will do fo ro me. ‘I 

alfo 
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alfo beg Pardon of all thofe whom I have dif-edify’d by 
my Life or Converfation. 

That I have had an uncommon Ardour or Zeal in my 
Duty and Loyalty for my moft injur’d and Royal Sove- 
reign King James the third, I own at my Death, as I 
did to .every Body that knew me whilft I liv’d; and I 
affirm, that it was not only on the Account of his being 
a Romen Catholick, or any Worldly Views, but froma 
true Senfe of my Duty, as I took my felf to be bound by 
the Laws of God and my Country, and as his fucceeding 
to the Throne of his Anceftors, could only make thefe 
three Kingdoms happy, and from impartial Accounts of 
his Royal Perfon and Qualities, which make him one of 
the moft promifing Princes in the World. 

My Loyalty defcended to me from my Anceftors ; my 
Father and Grand-father having had the Honour to be -{a- 
crific'd in doing their Duties to their Kings, Charles the 
firft, and James the fecond, 

I think it incumbent on me to do Juflice toa Gentie- 
man whofe Name Iwas forry to lear mention’d at my 
Tryal; which furely: was irregular and unprecedented, 
to give Evidence of any Treafon that had no Relation 
to what I was indicted of. I declare in the Prefence of 
God, I never faw him but twice, and at thofe Times I 
think there was not a Word taJk’d of Principle or Party. 
And declare in the famefolemn Manner, I never knew 
any of his Meafires or Defigns, or ever had any Intima- 
ey-of any kind with him. And declare, that what was 
fworn atthe Council, and at my Tryal, was falfe in re- 
lation to him. ; 

And I know a great Man fhould fay, I was intimate 
with a Lord in the Tower : I declare I never {poke to him, 
nor :faw his Hand-writing ; nor, to my Knowledge, was 
J ever under the fame Roof with him. .< 

Nor was I ever Agent, orimploy’d by any Perfon in 
my Life, (as was fuggefted at my Tiyal) in any politick 
Defign. Nor did I ever carry a Letter, or was I ever in- 
trufted’ by one Great Man to another: Nor did I ever 
know of any concerted Meafures to.reftore my Royal Ma- 
Mer, in my Life, more than what was talk’d in publick, 
and in the Papers: Nor, as I expeét Mercy, did I di- 
retly or indirectly know any thing of che Arms that 
were feiz’d at Bath, directed to R.G. as was faid at my 
Tryal, 

And as to Mr..Calderwood’s Evidence again me, of 
my being inthe Market-place on Saturday in the After- 


- noon, 
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noon, and that he faw me there; to my Knowledge I 
had not been there until feven a Clock at Nighr, when 

he could not fee me; and if he did, not with my 

Sword drawn. His Evidence was entirely falfe.. And 

he fent me Word two Days before my Tryal, that he 

could not fwear any thing againft me whatever. «And 

he faid I was in the Conncil of War. I never (fo. far 

from being in it) knew the Houfe it was held in, nor did 

I know there was one held. 

The Evidence of the Foot-man; Walmfly, was as. falfe; 
he fwearing me drinking of Brandy with Excife-men 
fix Times a Saturday in the fame Market-place. 

Thefe are the two Men that {wore me out of my Life. 
I forgive them with all my Heart, and recommend to 
them to repent. % 

And as Ihave, upon the Word of a dying Man, des 

elar’d all thefe Truths, in order to caution People not to 
believe Reports, and to doall the Juftice Iam capable -of 
doing, fo now let me recommend'to all People to think 
of their Duties to God and their Country, and to heal-all 
Divifions, and exhort them tothink of the Means of u- 
niting and reconciling all their Interefts, and unite in 
the only Meafure that can render them happy; which 
that they may dc, I beg of Almighty God to direct them, 
and that they may compafs irc. 
. I blefs my God, who has given me the Grace.to fubmit 
patiently to all the Injuries that have been done me, _\as 
alfo for enabling me to refift the many Temptations I 
bave had frequently in relation to a Gentleman, : upon 
whofe Account I prefume they have taken my Life, be- 
caufe I wonld not concur to take his Life; but God for- 
give them, I do heartily. 

And I humbly beg the Prayers of all good Chriftians.

The Tryal of Nicholas Wogan, E/q; 


i N the 18th of May the Court refum’d their Proceed- 
ings at the fame Place. The Lord Chief Juftice 
Parker, Mr. Juftice ‘Tracy, Mr. Juftice Dormer, and Mr, 
Juftice Prat, being on the Bench, *Mr. Nicholas Wogan 
“was firft brought upon his Tryal: Againft him it was 
prov'd, that he had appear’d among the Rebels; that 
he had accepted of a Command in their Army, and that 
he was feen in his Pot on the Day.of Action at Preffon, 
He made but a weak. Defence, offering ouly, by way of 
Excufe 
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Excufe, that he had been inadvertently Jed into the Rebel- 
lion ; fothat he was found guilty, and receiv’d Sentence 
of Death. ws ‘ 


The Tryal of Capt. Lancelot Mackintoth. 


O*% the fame Day, and at the fame Place, was try’d 
Captain Lancelot Mackintofh. Againft him it was 
depos’d, That he was feen among the Rebels on their 
March, having been one of thofe who came over the 
Forth; and that he had the Name of a Captain in 
Brigadier Mackintofo’s Regiment: But none of the Evi- 
Wences for the King could fay, that they had feen him 
in any A@tion, or that he was prefene at any of the 
Times when the Pretender was proclaim’d. He call’d 
abundance of Witnefles, and even made ufe of fome of 
thofe that were call’d for the King, to prove, that he 
was farc’d from his Houfe by a Party fent from the Earl 
of Mar; and that he was treated little better than as a 
Prifaner all the Time he was among the Rebels. That 
it was indeed true, that a Commiflion had been offer'd 
him, but he refus’d to receive it, faying, There were 
many young Gentlemen among them, more fic for fuch 
a Poft than himfelf, and more deferving of a Gommif- 
fion than he who was fixty eight Years of Age. He 
likewife call’d Witnefles who depos’d, That at the Time 
of the Revolution he had his Houfe plunder'd, and one 
of his Servants murder’d ; the Caufe of which ill Treat- 
ment was becaufe he refus’d to follow the Lord Dundee 
into the Rebellion. Befides, he had feveral People of 
Credit, who {poke in his Behalf; as Brigadier Grant and 
Mr. Forbes, Members of Parliament, Mr. Rofs and o- 
thers, who all faid, That they had ever look’d on him 
as a Perfon well affected to the prefent Eftablifhmentr. 
Another Witnefs for him faid, That he was his Neigh- 
bour, and believ’d him to be well affeéted to the Govern- 
ment: That when he (the WitnefS) had been arguing with 
fome facobites againft the Pretender, the Prifoner had 
join’d with him in Argument againft thofe who difputed 
for him. Moreover, it evidently appear’d by many Par- 
ticulars, that he had been forc’d into the Rebellion ac firft, 
and thac he was nora difaffeéted Perfon: However, by 
his continuing among the Rebels, and not making his E- 
fcape, or being able to prove, that he endeavour’d it, the 
Law was ftrong againft him, and the Court obferv’4 to 
the Jury, That if a Man be forc’d into Rebellion 
li E tirough

through Fear or Threats, it may be pleaded im Law for 
him; but then it muft not be any vain Fear, as a Fear 
of being plunder’d, or the Lofs of Goods or Money only, 
buta Fear of Death, and that actually prov’d; infomuch 
that the Jury,..after a confiderable Stay, brought him ia 
guiley, and he receiv’d Sentence of Death. 


The Tryal of Charles Radcliffe, £/4; 





BE next Perfon who was bronght to the Bar, was 
Charles Raddiffe, Efq; Brother to the late Earl of 
Derwentwater. It was depos’d againft him, That he was. 
feen with his Brother at Hexham, Rodberry, and feveral 
other Places ;:that he rode on Horfeback with the Rebels, 
and kept’ in their Company. He afk’d one of the Wit 
‘neffes for the King, ‘what fort of Horfe he rode on, and 
what Cloaths he wore? The Evidence anfwer’d, That 
he often chang’d his Horfes, and rode for. the moft part 
in a fcarlet Cloak: But he deny’d his having one. He 
had no Counfel to plead in his Behalf, and faid only, 
That he conceiv’d the Evidence were not pofitive againft 
him ; and therefore hop’d the Court would obferve what 
the Law allow’d in “his Favour. The Jury, after a fhort 
Stay, brought himin guilty: Then being afk’d, If he 
had any Thing to offer in Arreft of Judgment, he faid, 
That he was but juft return’d from Abroad, and coming 
to fee his Brother, was unfortunately drawn along with 
‘him when that unhappy Affair happen’d ;. and therefore 
he hop’d the Court would confider it: But he was 
told there was a proper Place where this might have 
fome Weight, but it was to no Purpofe to offer 
it- there; fo Judgment was pronounc’d upon him. 


The Tryal of John Dalton, E/q; 


N the goth of May the Proceedings againft the Re- 
bel-Prifoners were refum’d at the Court of Admi- 
raley at the Marfbal/ey in Southwark, when John Dalton of 
the County of Lancaffer, Efq; was brought upon his Try- 
al before che Lord Chief Juftice Parker, Mr. Juitice Powys, 
Mr. Juftice Tracy, and Mr. Baron Price. It was depos'd 
againit the Prifoner, That he met the Rebels at Lancafer, 
and was there feen with the Earl of Derwentwater, the 
Lord Widdrington, and others ; and that the faid Earl, with 
a Number of other Rebels, came to Mr. Dal ton’s Houfe on 
Tuefday, where they ftay’d all Day, and thar he went 
er away 
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with'them. One Witnefs, in particular, faid, That 
he faw Mr. Dalton at Lancaffer, on the Monday, in the 
Company before mention’d, and again on the Wednefday 
Morning, when he heard him fay, The Bufinefs is now 
done ; we have nothing more to do, but to march:to Pre- 
fon, Another Witnefs depos’d, That it was reported on 
the Sunday, that the Rebels were to beat Lancafter the nexr 
Day ; and it was manifeft, even by his own Evidence, 
that the next Morning he rode wich but one Servane, 
and went to Lancafter, as the Evidence had fworn ; Which 
was not at all difputed. 

He was likewife prov’d by feveral to have been with 
the Rebels at Preflon, particularly by the Hoitler at the 
White-Bull Inn, where he ufuaily fec up his Horfes when 
he came tothat Town, who faid he ran to him to have ta- 
ken his Horfes; but he told the faid Evidence, that he 
was going farther, Another remarkable Paflage of his 
being and confederating with the Rebels, was prov’d 
by the Servant of one Chorley of Preffon. This Chor/ey had 
fome Time before feiz’d a Horfe of the Prifoner’s, by Vir- 
tue of the Act of Parliament, which direéts, that no Pa- 
pift fhall keep Horfes of above fucha Value; and when 
the Rebels were Mafters of Preffon, Mr. Dalton came to 
the Witnefs, Chorley’s Man, and demanded the Horfe : 
The Witnefs anfwering him, That his Mafter was nor at 
Home, (he being gone away with the Dragoons towards 
Wiggan, on the Approach of the Rebels, whom he was ir 
Dread of 3) he then told the Servant, That he would have 
the Horfe; whereupon this Evidence call’d oat his Ma- 
fter’s Sifter, whom, with Threats, the Prifoner oblig’d 
to deliver the Horfe : But the Prifoner not thinking him 
fo good as when he was feiz’d, faid they had {poil’d the 
Horfe, and compell’d her to pay him ro/. for him, which 
fhe did. This was obferv’d by the Court and King’s 
Counfel, to thew the Prifoner. a¢ted with Alacrity in rhe 
Rebellion ; for the Horfe had been feiz'd by Law, but 
he had made ufe of Violence, and unlawful Means, to 
obtain him again, and made his Demands good only by 
the Advgntage of the Power of the Rebels. The Truth 
of his § at Prefton, and conftantly chere in Company 
of the Rebels, was confirm’d by many other Witr- 
neffes, 

His Counfel pleaded for him, That he wags forc’d into 
the Rebellion, and call’d Evidence to endeavour to prove 
ir. One fwore, That the Earl of Derwentwater, and o- 
thers, came ro his Honfe on the Tuefday, and there liv’d 
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at Difcretion, and call’d for, ar took whatever the Honfe 
afforded : That they were get about the Prifoner, per- 
{wading him to go with them, and threaten’d him with 
Death, and took away his Arms; but he refusd togo, 
and faid, He had no Inclination; and that he heard them 
at high Words, but could not diftinguifh what was {aid. 
That afterwards the Prifoner was brought our, and put 
on Horfeback, and went away with them, but fhew’d 
Reluétance. He was likewife met at fome Diftance from 
his Houfe, riding among the faid Company of Rebels, by 
another Witnefs, who faid, He feem’d to go unwillingly ; 
that be look’d melancholly, and-he could perceive Tears 
in his Eyes, and his Eyes to look red; but this Witmefs 
could. not but fay, Thar he rode as at other Times; and 
it was pretty extraordinary, as was after obferv’d by the 
Court, that this Witnefs, at che Diftance of a Street's 
Breadth, thould fee Tears in the Prifoner’s Eyes; or in- 
deed it might be very profitable, that at parting 
with his Wife, and going on fuch a dangerous Af- 
fair, it might occafon fame melancholly Refledti- 
ons, 

He call’d feveral to his Character; one of which was 
the Parfon of the Parifh che Prifoner liv’d in, who 
faid, That fome Time before the Rebellion, he was at 
a Wedding with Mr. Dalton, who then read him a Let- 
ter from London, which faid, That they expeéted a Rifing 
in Scotland under the Earl of Mar; and that there would 
be other Rifings in England > That he told the Prifoner, 
he hop’d he would noc meddle in the Matter, who an- 
fwer'd him, That he had neither Intention nor Inelina- 
tion to do it ; that he liv’d very happily, and would noe 
endanger himéfelf. This Evidence cieelar’d farther, Thar 
he had, at feveral other Times, had Difcourfe with the 
Prifoner, whom he never heard to exprefs himfelf againft 
the Government ; and was fo far unlikely to favour the 
Pretender’s Caufe, that he had fometimes difcoverd fome 
Scruples concerning the Romifh Religion. Upon which 
Occafion, he was afk’d by the Court, Why, he being a 
Minifter of the Charch of England, did not endeavour 
to improve thofe Notions in him, in order to convert 
him? he anfwer’d, That he had made fome Effay that 
way, but rhen found him alter’d in his Judgment. Up- 
on the Whole, he gave him the Character of a very 
peaceable Romen Catholick, as feveral others did; and 
one faid, That he had heard him drink King Geerge’s 
Health. One, in another Particular, depos’d, That when 
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they had heard of the Rebellion in Northumberland, he 
faid to the Prifoner, Perhaps they'll come into Lanca/hire, 
and chem they'll be about your Houfe ; to which che Pri- 
foner anfwer'd, He would have nothing to do wirh rhem. 
Other Witnefles faid, That he was the moft peaceable of 
all the Roman Catholicks, and never, at the Time of E- 
le&tions, meddled. in the leaft, as fome did: Which one 
of the Members for that Counry juftify'd, declaring, Thac 
atking his Intereft once, he wld him, He would meddle 
of no Side. 
After a very long Hearing, Mr. Dalton having nothing 
farther to fay, the Court fumm'd up the Evidence, ob- 
ferving the Circumftances of the Law in Cafes of High 
Treafon; that if a Man was feen among Rebels, and 
continu’d with his Prefence to abet and comfort chem,tho’ 
he were not a‘tually in Arms, or committed Holtilivies, 
yet ic was. High Treafon: Thar the Force mention’d, 
muft be a continu’d Force: That a Man was not only to 
be fare’d away at firft, but muft be kept as a Prifoner un- 
der clofe Conftraint all.the Time ; .which appear’d by 
fome Witnefles examin’d, not to have been the Cafe of 
the Prifoner at Preffon, where he was {een at full Liberty, 
and whence he might have efcap’d often, if he had ar- 
tempted it, But as to any favourable Circumftances that 
might have been given in Evidence for the Prifoner, in 
regard to his Character or peaceable Behavidur, they 
‘were proper only in another Place: That Mercy belong’d 
only to his Majefty, who was a juft Difpenfer of ic; ic 
was his undoubted Prerogative, and ‘twas robbing him of 
his Right, to take the Power of beftowing it out of his 
Royal Hands. After the Court had impartially {laced 
the Cafe, the Prifoner faid, He had a WitnefS to examine, 
who would prove, that he was. at Home all Wednefday, 
and: not that Day at Leucaffer, as. one of the Evidence 
againit him hadiworn, He was told, That it was very 
ted to hear Witnefles after “tne Charge againit 





him had been fumm’d up; bur,however, they condefcended 


to it ; and this Evidence, who was Mrs. Dailton’s Woman, 
fwore him at Home all the Day on Wednefday ; fo thac 
it was left to the Jury which Wictnefs they thould believe, 
in refpeét to that Point; but then neither of them affected 
his being afterwards at Preffoxn, The Jury went out, 
and after a very confiderable Stay, broughc him in guilcy 
of the Indiétment, and he receiv’d Sentence accordingly. 
When he was. afk’d what he had to fay, why Senrence 
fhould not pafi, he faid, He begg’d che mings 
rs ; ~ 
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Pardon, and defir’d the Court to intercede with 
him for Mercy. Upon this Occafion the Lord Chief Ju- 
ftice Parker obferv’d, as he had done before, That the 
Prifoner, 2s wellas others, had {0 far abus’d his Majefty’s 
Clemency, by derogating from their former Submiffion, 
and giving the Government all the Trouble poffible, even 
in ftanding it out, and combating with the King to the 
very laft, that they might very well expect to meet with 
Severity, were not his Royal Breaft always open to the 
Interceflions of Mercy, when it had been requefted : That 
there was one Gentleman, who retracted his Plea, and 
own’d the Indiétment, and upon Recommendation, had 
a Pardon already pafling the Seals for him. That ic would 
have been very well for the Prifoner to have made his 
Requeft for Mercy fooner ; and they were not his Friends 
who advis’d him to dootherwife. That recommending 
of Prifoners to Mercy, was a Part he very much de- 
lighted in; and he wifh’d to have had better Grounds 
to have done it for the Prifoner; but, however, he 
would report his Cafe in the moft impartial Manner to 
the King, 





The Tryal of Richard Butler, E/q; 


N the 4th of June, the Court being fitting at Wef- 

minfier, came on the Tryal of Richard Butler, Efq3 
Againft this Gentleman it was fworn, That he join’d the 
Rebelt~at. Kirby, and march’d with them to Lancaffer, 
where he was feen in Company of the Earl of Derwent- 
water, the Lord Widdrington, and others, Mr. Patten de- 
celar'd, That he faw him at Garflang, where they wenc 
together to Mr, Forfier. Several other Evidences ap- 
pear'd againft him, and depos’d,; That they faw him 
at Prefton, both the Night before, and on the Day that 
the King’s Troops came up: That he was that Day in his 
Waftcoar, with a Cafe of Piftols {ticking in his Breaft, 
and feen marching both in the Town, and in the Church- 
yard among thofe of the Rebels, who were call’d the Vo- 
luntiers. He made very little Defence, pretending only 
to infift on his Innocence in general ; which the Court 
obferv’d to him, they wonder'd how he'd do, after 
fueh manifeft Aéts of Treafon had been prov’d againft 
him. In fhort, after the Evidence was fumm’d up, the 
Jury, without going out, gave in their Verdiét, That 
he was guiley of che Indictment again him. 


The 
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The Tryal of Mr. James Swinburn, 


R.' James Swinburn was next try’d. Againft him 

ic was depos’d, That he was firft feen among che 
Rebels at Hexham, and afterwards at feveral other Places 
on their March ; as he was likewife at Preffon, both before 
andon the Day of Aétion; on the Morning of which 
Day he rode out of Town, in Company with fome others 
of the Rebels, towards Ribble-Bridge ; after which, none of 
the Witneffes pretended that they ever faw him, ‘rill he 
was difmounted, and made Prifoner in the Church-yard. 
In his own Defence he call’d one or twoof the Eviden- 
ces for the King, to endeavour to prove himfelf 2 Luna- 
tick. One of them faid; That being a Servant in 
the Family, he was told, thar the Prifoner had nor been 
in his right Senfes, and had been at a Doétor’s to be cur’d 5 
and that he had indeed: feen him fometimes behave him - 
felf much like a Mad-man. Another depos’d, That he 
was related tohim, and that he was generally efteem’d 
to be a Perfon not in his right Senfes; tho’ he had 
now and then fome fhort Intervals, and was by Fits pretty 
well, As to this Point, the Court took Notice, That if 
a Man was indeed a Lunatick, and his Idiotifm fully 
prov’d, ic would ferve'to acquit him in Law, but rhea 
it muft be fuch a Madnefs as fhew’d a total Deprivation 
of Reafon ; which did not appear to be the Cafe of the 
Prifoner: So that the Jury, without leaving their Places, 
found him guilry. 


The Tryal of .Mr. Edmund Swinburn. 


R. Edmund Swinburn, Brother to the former, was 

then fet to the Bar. Patten {wore againft him, 

That he faw him at an Inn at Wooler, where he [the E- 
‘vidence himfelf) came in tothe Rebels: That the Prifo- 
ner brought with him thither 18 Perfons ; and chat the 
Evidence and he went together to Mr. Forffer. Several 
other Witneffes likewife depos’d, That they faw him fre- 
quently with the Rebels on their March, and likewife ac 
Prefton ; from whence he rode with his Brother and others 
on the Day of Aétion; after which they faw him 
not “till he was made Prifoner in the Church-yard. The 
Fact was plain upon him, and he having little to fay 
in his Defence, the Jury, without going out of Court, 

found him guilty, i 
1 
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The Tryal of Ir. Duncan Mackintofh. 


NW the r4th of June came on the Tryal of Mr. 
Duncan Mackiutofh, Brother to the [fo call’d} Briga- 
diet of that Name. Ic was prov’d againf him, That he 
had been feveral Times feen among the Rebels on their 
March ; and the Horfe on which he rode, was defcrib’d 
by fome of the Evidences. It appear’d likewife, that he 
was feen with them at Preffon, where he aéted as a Cap- 
tain. He infifted, in his Defence, that being under the 
Influence of his Brother, he was compell’d by him to 
enter into the Rebellion: Then he call’d fome Witnefles 
to prove, thar he feveral Times endeavour’d to get away ; 
but this was not fully made out; and being afk’d by the 
Court, why he did nor go away with the goo Scots who 
quiteed the Rebels at Langholm, he could give no good 
Reafon for it ; fo that upon the whole Matter, after the 
Tryal had ‘lafted five Honrs, the Jury broughe him in 
guilty. 
The Condemnation and Execution of Mr. William Paul, che 
Clergzy-man. 


N the rsth of Jane, the Judges being fatat the Court of 
Commen-Pleas in Weftminfter-Hall, Mr. William Paul, 
Clerk, who om the 31ftof May had been arraign’d, and 
‘pleaded not guilty, was fer to the Bar, in order to his 
Tryal; buc before the Jury was {worn, he retraéted his 
former Plea, and pleaded guilty. In Mitigation of his 
Crime, he alledg’d, That he had never taken the Oaths to 
King George; and that, when he was among the Rebels, 
he difapprov’d of many of their Proceedings, and took the 
firft Opportunity to get away, which he aétually did be- 
fore the Action at Prefon: However, he would not infift 
on that, but throw himfelf on the Kiny’s Mercy, fincere- 
ly repenting of his Fault ; and begg’d the Interceffion of 
the Court in his Favour. Afrer this, his Plea being re 
corded, he receiv’d Sentence of Death as in Cafes of High 
Treafon. In Purfuance of which Sentence, he was, on 
the 13th of July following, drawn oma Sledge, together 
with Mr. Hail, of whom we have {poker before, from 
Newzate to Fyburn. He went to the Place of Execution 
in the Canonical Habit of the Church of England, which 
fo rais’d the Compaffion of the People, that many of them 
figh’d, fobb'd, and wept bitterly; nay, fome of them, par- 
ticularly 
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ticularly of the Women, {natch’d Kiffes fram him as he 
pafs'd bythem. Being come to Tybwrn, and put out of the 
Sledge into a Cart, after he had pray’d fome Time by 
himfelf, he began to read his Speech to the People, which 
containing Reflections on the late Revolution, and on 
the prefent Settlement, both in Church and State, he was 
interrupted by fome that ftood by, who told him, that 
this was not a Place to preach up Rebellion, and chat ao 
Body there would care to hear his feditious Harangue. Up- 
on this he ftopt, and gave his Speech to the Sheriffs of 
London ; then being executed, as in Cafes of High Treafon, 
his Limbs were given to his Relations, who caus’d them 
to be interr’d inthe Church-yard of St. Giles’s in the Fields, 
The next Day the Paper he had given the Sheriffs, was 
publith’d in Print as follows. 


A true Copy of the Paper deliver'd to the Sheriffs of London, 
by William Paul, aClergy-man, who was drawn, bang’ d, 
and quarter'd at Tyburn, for High Treason againft his Ma- 
iefty King George, July 13. 1716. 


Good People, ’ 
I Am juft going to make my Appearance in the other 


World, where I muft give an Account of all the Aéti- 
ons of my paft Life. And tho’ I have endeavour'd te 
make my Peace with God by fincerely repenting of all 
my Sins ; yet, forafmuch as feveral of them areof a pub- 
lick Nature, I take itto be my Duty to declare, herein the 
Face of the World, my hearty Abhorrence and Deteitaci- 
on of them. 

And firft, I afk Pardon of God and the King for having 
violated my Loyalty, by taking moft abominable Oaths 
in Defence of Ufurpation, againft my lawful Sovercign 
King James the third. 

And as I afk Pardon of all Perfons whom I have in- 
jur’d or offended, fo I do efpecially defire Forgivenefi of 
all thofe whom I have fcandaliz’d by pleading guilty. 
I am fenfible that it is a bafe and difhonourable Action ; 
that it is inconfiftent with my Duty to the King, and an 
entire Surrender of my Loyalty. Human Frailty, and 
too great a Defire of Life, together with the Perfwafions 
of feveral who pretended to be my Friends, were the Oc- 
cafion of it, I truft God of his infinite Mercy, upon my 
fincere Repentance, has forgiven me, and I hope all good 
Chriftians will, ;

Theartily for- 
give all my moft inVetefate “Entmies, efpecially ‘the 
Elector of Hanover, my Lord Townjfbend, and all others 
who have been inftrumental in, promoting my ‘Déath, Fa- 
ther, forgive them “Lord Jeftis’ fave Mercy upon ‘them, 
and lay not this Sit to their Charge. 

“’ The next Thing Thave to do, Chriftian Friends, is to 
exhort you all to rérurn to your Duty.

dom {and theréford, if you would perform che Dury of 
uftice to him,.which is due to all Mankind, you are o-

And as it is your Duty to ferve him, fo it is yotir Inte-

Do 
not Herefies abound every Day? And are not the Teach- 
ers of falfe Doétrines patroniz’d by the Great Men in che 
Government ? This fhews the Kindnefs’and Affection 
they have for the Church. And, to give you another In- 
ftance of their Refpect and Revereuce for it, you are nowy 
going to fee a Prieft of the Church of England murdes’d 
for doing his Duty. For it is fot me they ftrike at 
particilarly, but it is through me that they would wound 
the Priefthood, bring a Difgrace upon the Gown, and a 
Scandal upon my facred Funétion. But they would do 
well co remember, that he who defpifés Chrift’s Priefts, 
defpifes Chrift ; and who defpifes him, defpifes him rhar 
fent him. 

And now, Beloved, if you have any Regard to your 
Country, which lies bleeding under thefe dreadful Extre- 
mities, bring the King to his juft and undonbred Righe ; 
that is the only Way to be freed from thee Misfortunes, 
and to fecure all thofe Rights and Privileges which are 
in Danger at prefent. King James has promis’d to. pro- 
teét and defend the Church of England’; he has given his 
Royal Word to confent ro fuch Laws, which you your 
felves fhall think neceffary to be made for its Prefer yati- 
on; and his Majefty is a Prince of that Juftice, Virtue, 
and Honour, that you have.no Manner of Reafon to doubp 
the Performance of his Royal Promife, He ftudies no- 
thing fo much as how to make you all eafy and happy ;

I tha]l be heartily glad,good People, if what I have fid 
has any Effect upon you, fo as to be inftrumental in ma-~ 
king you perform your Duty: It is out of my Power 





now to do any Thing more to ferve the King, than by 


employing fome of the few Minutes I have ro live in 
this World, in. praying to Almighty God to fhower 
down his Bleflings {piritual and cemporal upon his Head, 
to proteét him, and reftore him, to. be favourable to his 
Undertaking, to profper him here, and-to reward him 
hereafter. I befeech the fame infinite Goodnefs, to. pye- 
ferve and defend the Church of England, and to, reftore is 
to all its juft Rights and Privileges: And laftly, I pray 
God have Mercy upon me, pardon my Sins, and receive 
my Soul into his eyerlafting Kingdom, that with the Pa-

As to my Body, Brethren, I have taken no Manner of

This unfortunate Clergy-man, who liv’d and dy'’da 
Batchelor, was the Son of Mr. fohn Paul of Little Apbly 
near Lutterworth, in the County of Leicefer: His Mother 
was Daughter to Mr. Barfoot of Street-fields in Warwickphire. 
They had a freehold Eitate at Little Afoby, of about feven- 
ty Pounds a Year, liv’d in good Repute, and had five 
Children, of which this William Paul was the éldeft: He 
was born at Ajbby in the Year 1678: He was fent 
to School, and learn’d his firft Rudiments of Learning un- 
der Mr. Thomas Seagrave, Reftor of Leir in Leiceferfbire: 
About the Year 1697 he was remov'd toa Free-School at 
Rugby in Warwickphire, and remain’d there under the Care of 
Mr. Holyoak, the Mafter thereo’, for neartwo Years ; from 
thence he went to Cambridge, and was admitted into St. 
Fobn’s College in May 1698. He was at firft a Sizer, and 
then made Scholar"¥ He took his Batchelor of Arts Degree 
in 1702, and foon after went into Orders, After which, 
the was Cyrate’6f Carlton Curliew near Harbrough in Lei- 
sefterfoire, andj at the fame Time Chaplain to Sir Geoffry 
Palmer. From thence he went to Tamworth in Stafford- 
Shire, where he was alfo Curate, and Ufher of the Free- 
School there : He went from thence to Non-Eaton in War- 
wickfoire, where he was Curate likewife.. Here he conti- 
no’d “till by the late Lord Bifhop of Oxon, he was pre- 
fented tothe Vicaridge of Orton on the Hill in Leicefterfiire, 
worth about fixty Pounds per Annum. He was inftiruted 
into this Benefice by the prefent Arch-bifhop of Canterbury, 
then Bifhop of Lincoln, on the sth of May 1709; and 
to qualify himfelf for it, rook the Oaths enjoin’d by the 
Government. He went with Mr. Gafcoigne and others 
to meet the Rebels at Prefon; on his Way thither was 
feiz’d by Major Bradfbaw, and one Matthews, a Clergy- 
man; bnt was fet at Liberty again by Colonel Noel, a 
Juftice of Peate ‘in that Country. After this, he went 
to Profen, where he read Prayers to the Rebels three Days 
together, 
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together, in the Parifh-Church there, and pray’d for the 
Pretender by the Name of King fames the third: But 
jutt before King George's Troops invefted that Town, he 
made his Efcape out of it, and only calling in his own 
Country by the Way, he came to London, and difguis’d 
himfelf in colour’d Cloaths, a lac’d Hat, a lohg Wig, 
and a Sword by his Side ; but was accidentally met and 
known by Thomas Bird, Efg; a Juftice of Peace for the 
County of Leicefer, who took him Prifoner, and carry’d 
him before the Lord Towafbend, who, after a fhort Exa- 
mination, in which he would confefs nothing, corm- 
mitted him to the Cuftody of a Meflenger, and about a 
Fortnight after fent him to Newgate, where he remain'd 
till the Day of his Execution. 





The Tryal of George Gibfon, Efq; 


HE fame Day, (une 15)) after Mr. Paul had pleaded 

guilty, George Gibfon of Stonecraft in the County of 
inesenborland, Teles was fet co the Bar. It was fully 
prov’d againft him, That he join’d the Rebels at their firft 
Meeting, and was often feen among them, both at Breffor 
and other Places. He alledg’d, in his Defence, That 
he was forc’d into their Company; and had once 
made his Efcape from them, but was retaken, and 
brought back. However, not being able to make 
this appear, the Jury, without going from the Bar, 
found him guilty of the Indiétment, and he receiv’d Sen- 
tence of Death accordingly. 


The Tryadef James Menzies, Efg; 


Ames Menzies of Culdere in the Kingdom of Scotland, 

Efq; was the next that came upon his Tryal. The 
Evidence for the King depos’d againft him, That they faw 
him among the Rebels at the Blair of Athol, at Perth, ac 
Seaton, at Penrith, and at Preflon. The Prifoner, in his 
own Defence, alledg’d, That he was forc’d inro the Re- 
bellion ; and that being a Vaffal to thofe by whom he 
was fo forc’d, his Eftate would have been forfeited to 
them, had he refus’d to comply with their Commands. 
He farther alledg’d, That he had deny’d to ‘take Arms 
among the Rebels, and would have made his Efcape 
from them, but that he was certain of being ill treated 
if they fhould have retaken him. To prove this Allega- 
tion to be true, he call’d fome Witnefles, who made it 


appear, 
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appear, that he had indeed lain under fome Conftrain; . 
“but they could not fay that this Conftraint continyd, 
Upon which, th¢ Counfel for the King objected, Tha 
he might have éftap'd at Leith, after the Rebels came 
over the Forth, being within almoft Mufket-Shor of the 
Duke of Argyle’s Army, and within a {mall Mile of F 
dinburgh ; but, however, that he might have gone of 
with the 500 Scots at Langholm. Upon the whole Matter 
“the Jury went out, and after about an Hour’s Stay 
“brought him in guilty; but requefted by their Fore-maa, 
thar, confidering there were many Circumftances which 
‘appear'd favourable to the Prifoner, the Court would be 
“pleas’d to defer his Sentence *till his Cafe was repre- 
“fented to the King; which was done accordingly ; and 
the 29th of June, being brought again into Court, he 
pleaded, in Arreft of Sentence, his Majefty’s moft graci- 
ous Pardon. 





The Tryal of Ralph Standifh, E/g; 


N the 16th of June came on the Tryal of ‘Ralph Stan- 
difh of Standifh, Efq; The Evidence againft him, 
in Mliort, was this; That he had been feen among the Re- 
bels at Preffon ; but it did not appear that he had been in 
Arms. He alledg*d, That he cdme to Preffon, where the 
‘Court is kept for the County Palatine of Lancajffer, to 
Took after a Suit he had depending there; but this was 
‘not fully made out. He had indeed the Charaéter given 

im of being a Véty peaceable Roman Catholick ; and he 
endeavour'd likewife to prove, that he had been kept un- 
der Reftraint at Prefion; and that many People, who 
came only to the Market, were ftopt by the Rebels from 
going out of the Town: But this did not appear to 
‘be his Cafe; fo that the Jury, well weighing the 
Mattér, fourd him guilty of the Indiétment, and 
“he receiv’d Sentence of Death as in Cafes of High Treafon. 


“The Tryal of William Mackintofh, Eg; and Dr. Andrew 
Pitcairn. 


N the 22d of Zure, the Court having refum'd their 
Proceedings againft the Rebel-Prifoners at Weftmix- 

fer, Wiliam Mackintofh, Efq; was brought to his Tryal. 
The Evidence againft him was chiefly, That he had been 
feen among the Rebels ; but he produc’d Witneffes who 
made it appear; That he was forc’d into the re 
5 
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by Brigadier Matkintofp, at the Inftigation of the Ear! of 
Mar, whofe Vaflal hie was ; that he had feveral Timies at- 
rempted to get from among the Rebels, but was prevent- 
ed, and ill us’d by them upon that Score; that he was 
always treated with Difrefpect among them, and would 
never join with them in their traiterous Diftourfes, nor 
drink the Healths they drank; but always {poke well of 
King George and his Government, and drank his Health 
in Oppofition to that of the Pretender; for which he 
was always infulted by them, and treated, to the lait, 
as on¢é for whom'they had an Averfion. Upon the whole 
Matter, the Jury acquitted him. 

At the fame Timecame on the Tryal of Andrew Pit. 
tairn, M. D. Son to the famous Doétor of thar Name. 
Againft him it was fully prov’d, not only that he had 
been all along with the Rebels, but likewife that he was 
very aftive among them. He maie little Defence, and 
was found guilty. 





The Tryal of Francis Anderton, E/7; 


N the 7th of July came on at Wefiminfer the Tryal 
of Sir Francis Anderton, who was indi¢ted by 
the Name of Sir Francis Anderton, Bart. alias Francis An- 
derson, Efq; Several Witneffes depos’d againft him, That 
they had feen him among the Rebels at Preffon ; and fome 
of them particularly faid, That they went to his Lodg- 
ings. to call him, on the Saturday Morning before the 
King’s Troops came up, and that he went with them 5 
the Defign being, as was then commonly faid, to fall on 
General Wills before he was join’d by General Carpenter. 
Befidés, it was prov’d by other Evidence, That he was of- 
ten feen in Company with the Rebels. The Prifoner 
call’d abundance of Witnefles, and made a long Defence, 
endeavouring to prove, thar he came to Pre/fon about his 
private Affairs ; and that he knew nothing of the Rebels 
till he came thither: That he endeavour'd to get otic 
again, but was prevented by Guards and Barricado’s: But 
the King’s Evidence infifted, that he might have efcap’d, 
if iehad had aMindtodo fo. The Prifoner had likewife 
feveral Witnefles who gave him a very good Character, 
and faid, Thactho” he was a RomanCatholick, heliv’dvery 
peaceably, and was much efteem’d in hisCountry: Bur 
in Regard he had not eftap’d from among the Rebels, as 
it appear’d he might ‘have done, the fury, after a = 
iG “se pee po: Ty ay, 
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Stay, brought him in guilty, and he receiv’d Sentence of 
Death. 





The Tryal of Edward Howard, Efg; 


N the roth of Fuly came on at the fame Place th 
O Tryal of Edward Howard, Efq; Brother to the Duke 
of Norfolk, who challeng’d 34 of the Panel; buta Jury 
being at laft fix’d and fworn, the Witnefles for the King 
were examin’d : Mr. Patten was firft call’d : He gave an 
Account in general of the feveral Marches of the Rebels, 
and how they fecur’d and made Prifoners feveral of his 
Majefty’s Subjects at Penrith, and feiz’d Arms at Kelfoand 
Lancafter ; but he own’d, that he never faw Mr. Howard 
at any Attack during the Aétion at Preffon, nor even in 
Company with any of the Rebels, before the Prifoner 
and himfelf were order’d for Wiggan under a Guard of 
Dragoons, in order to be brought up to London. This Wit- 
nefs likewife own’d, That tho’ he had feveral Times 
fupp’d and din’d with Mr. Howard, yet he could not call 
to Mind that he ever heard him enter into any Difcourfe 
relating to their Affairs ; but that he feem’d always to be 
penfive, and look’d as if fomething that he kept fecret, 
gave him great Uneafinefs. The Servant-Maid where 
he lodg’d at Lancafter faid, That Mr. Tunfal had written 
the Name of Howard upon the Chamber-door where 2 
Man of that Name was to lie ; but fhe could not be pofi- 
tive that the Prifoner at the Bar was the Perfon. The 
Hoftler at the Py’d Bull at Preffon faid, That he had Horfes 
in theGtable that were call’d Mr. Howard’s, but he could 
not fay that he had ever feen the Mafter. The Woman of 
the Houfe where he lodg’d at Preffon, was likewife call’d, 
and depos’d, That a Gentleman came to her Houfe, and 
afk’d, If the could {pare a Lodging for rwo Gentlemen ; 
fhe anfwer’d, That fhe had one fpare Bed ; but if they 
were Rebels, they fhould not have it: Upon which, the 
Gentlemen reply’d, That they were Country Gentlemen ; 
that accordingly they did lie there ; and that Mr. Howard, 
who was one. of them, went often in and out, but fhe 
never faw him among the Rebels, Upon the whole Mat- 
ter, the Court having fumm’d up the Evidence, the Jury 
went out,and aftera fort Stay,trought him in not guilty. 


Thus we have given an. Account of fuch of the Prefon- 
Prifoners as were brought upon their Tryals at London, 
and eisher convicted or acquitted: Many othersof chem 
like 
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likewife,' who pleaded guilty to their Indiétments, re- 
ceiv'd Sentence of Deaths but having mentiou’d them in 
the Chronological Extraét for laft Year, we fhall not repeat 
their Names here; but will finifh this Relation of the Pro- 
ceedings againft the Prifoners taken at Preftox; with che fol- 
lowing Piece, which Cape. Joba Bruce deliver’d as his lait 
Speech at the Place of Excoution. : 





Brethren and Country-men, 
Am brought to this Place to difcharge the laft Deb I 
owe to Nature; and chearfully refign eo the bleffed 
Will of Almighty Gof, whofe Mercy I adore, in that he 
hath afforded me his Grace, and Means fincerely to're- 
me of ‘my paftSins, and fuch Time to prepare for 
that bleffed and glorious Change which I hope co meét 
with in a few Moments. 3 
Iam notaiham’d of that Caufe for which I die, but ré- 
joyce thac Lam worthy tobe a Sacrifice in the Vindicati- 
on of ‘the undoubted Rights of my lawful and narnral 
Liege Lord, King ames the third, and the expiring Li- 
berty of my dear Country. I always firmly believ’d che 
hereditary Right of Succéffion to the Imperial Crowns of 
thefe Realms, to be a fundamental and unalterable Part of 
the Conftitnrion, and could never think that any Diffe- 
rence in Religion, or any the pretetided Laws, which né- 
ver "yet receiv’d the Royal Aflent of any lawful King, 
could int any wife difengage me, or any honelt Man, from 
that Duty and Allegiance which is due to our lawful So- 
vereigh King James the third, whofe Ticleby Birth-righe is 
clear and unqueftionable ; and I was therefore engag'd by 
the ftrongeft Obligations of Duty, Honour, Religion, and 
Law, to join wich his loyal Subjects in their juft Endea- 
vours to reftore him to his Right, and to break thro’ chide 
Ufarpation, and Fence of Rebellion, which hath fo long 
kept him from them. 

Godin his infinite Mercy forgive thefe Kingdoms, in- 
cline the Hearts of ‘the People to ftand as one Man, to 
‘bring in their lawful King, and free themfelves from that 
mercilefs Tyranny whieh they now groan under. I am 
grown in. Years; and not much fhort of what the Royal 
Pfalmiift calls she Age of Man, and have known many 
Straggles in order to preferve the Conftitution and finkiny 
Liberties of the People, and feveral Turns and Changes 
‘that have enfu’d ; imall which, Praife be to God, I pre- 
ferv’d my Integrity, by a ftriét Adherence to the Intereft 


of my King and Country, and oppofing, as far as in me 
G : lay, 
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Jay, the Innovations that were daily introdne’d; to the 
Injury of the one, and the Enflavery of the other. 

As one Wickednefs is the Parent of another, fo the Re. 
volution begot the Union; and from thefe Sources flow 
the Waters of Bitternefs, which the good People of thefe 
Nations fo plentifully drink of atthis Time. May God in 
his infinite Mercy work their {peedy Deliverance, and 
reftore. them to their ancient happy Conftitution and 
Government. 

As for my Religion, I was bredup a Proteftant, ac- 
cording to the Doftrine and Difcipline of the Church 
of England, wherein I have ever liv’d, and in which (by 
God’s Grace and; Mercy) I fhall die: Ic taught me to 
give both God and my King their Due, to deal juftly 
with all Men, forgive my Enemies, and expect Sul. 
vation thro’ Jefus Chrift. Her Doétrines and. Govern 
ment I embrace, and pray God to reftore her to her for- 
mer Purity, Peace, and Profperity. I befeech all whom 
I have any Ways offended, to forgive me, as I from 
the Bottom of my Heart do all. who have any Ways 
injur’d me,.and particularly cthofe who were. concern’d 
in my Profecution, or in any wife inftrumental in pro- 
moting my Death. I forgive that greateft of) In 
ries, their furprizing me into a Confeflion of their Indié- 
ment, by bringing me to a Tryal two Days before the 
Time mention’d in their Notice, and without ever gi- 
ving me any Copy of the Jury. Being a Scotch-man,'and 
a Stranger to the Laws of England, I was the moreliable 
to be impos’d on: God of his. infinite Mercy forgive 
them, as I freely do. 

I think it incumbent on me to take this laft. Opportu- 
nity of vindicating my Honour from that Report which 
traduc’d me as unfaithful to his Grace the late Duke of 
Hamilton, whilft I had the Honour, which was about 
‘twenty four Years, to be with him as a Companion and 
humble Servant; and hereby declare, upon. the Words of 
a dying Man, and as I thal! anfwer it before A)mighty 
God, that what hath been faid to afperfe me on that Ac- 
count, was utterly falfe; and any, Difpleafure his Grace 
conceiv’d againft me concerning it, entirely, groundle(s : 
I always lov’d him, aid dealt faichfully by that noble 
Duke, as God, the righteous Judge, will witnefs for me. 
_ Thus have I difcharg’d my Confcience ; and now, blef- 

fed be Almighty God, that hath brought me to this hap- 
py Period of my Pilgrimage. I have finifh’d a long 
Courfe, and adher’d, without wavering, to my. King, the 

Lord’s 
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Lord’s Anointed’s Caufe ; for, and in which I die, and 
hope this Day to be with my Saviour tranflated, to rejoyce 
with other loyal Sufferers, and all the Saints and Angels 
for evermore. es

ThisCapt. Bruce was taken at Prefon, and one of thofe 
that were order'd to be tranfported ; but he, together 
with ‘Mr. John Winkley, Mr. Thomas Shuttleworth, Mr. 
George fon, and Mr. WilliamCharaley, refufing to accepr 
of it, chofe rather to ftand their Tryals; and being con- 
vidted of ‘High Treafon at the laft Affizes at Preffon, were 
executed at Lancaffer on the 2d of Oéfober laft. 

To thefe Tryals of the Preffon-Prifoners, we will fub- 
join thatof Mr. William Pitts, Keeper of the Goal of New- 
gatey who on the 14th of July 1716, was try’d on an 
Indiétment of High Treafon, for permiting, aiding, and 
abetting Thomas Forffer, Efq; to make his Efcape our of 
the faid Gaol. He challeng’d twenty three of the Jurors, 
but at length a Jury being fworn, the Proceedings againit 
him: were as follows. 

The Prifoner having pleaded not guilty, the Coun- 
fel for the King open’d the Indiétment, and the Nature 
and Manner of the Offence ; then the Lord Townjhend’s 
Warrant for the Commitment was prov’d, which occafi- 
on’d fome Debate ‘between the Counfel on both Sides 5 but 
the Objeétions on the Part of the Prifoner being over- 
rul’d, Mr. Rewfe, one of the Turkeys, was fworn, who de- 
pos'd, That on the Day mention’d in the Indictment, Mr, 
Forfter was committed to Newzate into the Prifoner his 
Mafter’s Cuftody, and remain’d fo ’cill he made his Ef 
cape: That ic was the Cuftom in the fiid Prifon, borh 
before and after, fometimes at eleven, and fometimes arc 
twelve a Clock at Night, to put the Guard into the Prefs- 
yard, which was the Bufinefs of Mr. Ballard, his Fellow- 
Servant ; and when had he done, and every Thing was made 

fecure, his Mafter, the Prifoner, receiv’d the Keys, and took 
particular Care of Mr. Forfter himfelf: That his Mafter was al- 
ways very diligent in his Duty : That he went to the Secre- 
tary’sOffice to acquaintthemof rhe Neceflicy of having a 
Guard, which wasaccordingly order’d; befides which, hie 
wasat the Charge of two Watch-men, who took their Turns 
every Night, to infpeét the Soldiers, and prevent their 
being brib’d: That the Night Forfer efcap'd, he being 
afleepin the Lodge, his Mafter came to ‘him very much 
furpri2’d, and told him, that what had been his grestefl Care, 
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would now be his Ruin, and fhew'd him a falfe Key ; up. 
on which he told him, there was. a, Man in the Prifon 
who had been a Servant to the City-Smith ; that the Pri. 
foner examin’d this Man, but he deny’d his beiag any 
ways acquainted with the making of that Key: ;. however, 
his Mafter order’d him immediately to be confin’d. Then 
he and Mr. Ballard hafted, away to. Billingfate, and 
enquir'd at the Dark-honfes, if any Perfon had wath gone off, 
or had befpoke a Paflage to Gravefend, or waited for the 
Tide, which he faw.coming, in; andat laft was inform’d, 
that at the Guz Tavern there were a couple of Gentlemen, 
who waited for a third, to go to Gravefend; upon 
which he went.tothem, but found them Dateh Gentle 
men; from thence he went to Queenbithe, enquiring all 
the Way, without acquainting any Perfon of the Occafion 
of his Errand.; and thence to Black-Fryers, where he was.in- 
form’d a fingle Gentleman had juft crofs'd the Water with 
a Sculler ; upon which he took Boat, and enquir’d at the 
Warch-houfes on the other Side, and became inform’d that 
the Perfon who crofs’d, was a Neighbour, very much in 
Drink ; but could learn nothing of Mr. Forfier.; and then, 
not knowing what to do farther, came Home, He alfo 
depos’d, That Mr. Forfer's Room was very. ftrong, and 
more fecure than any Room in the Prifon; and that he 
could make no Noife nor Difturbance without waking his 
Matter, who lay upon the fame Floor, a Partition being 
only between them. That the Prifon was full, cem or 
, twelve being confin’d in one Room, ; and that . stone of 
them were in Irons, not fo much as Mr, Borfier’s, Man. He 
farther depos'd, That. he believ’d his Mafter was nor at all 
confenting to Forffer’s Efcape ; and thought, if it was his 
Cafe, and he would have taken Bribes, he fhould rather have 
chofen to haye gone along with him, than to-have ftaid ro 
bear the heavy Load that fuch.a Crime would certainly 
have put upon him. That Count Guijcard was alfo con- 
fin'd in the Prifoner’s Houfe by Order, it being thonghr, 
by the then Miniftry, to be the fafeft Place; and fo too 
was Mr. Harvey, for High Treafon. 

Then Mr. Ballard was fworn, who depos d, He went: ta 
tock up Forfler, and faw him come out of the Pre/3-yzard, 
appearing melancholly, and complaining he was tird 
of Reading; and that he gave his Mafter the Keys, as he’ 
ors’ eo doy after he had put the Guards inte the Prefs-yard, 
That he obfegy’d his. Mafter to be extraordinary careful of 
Mr, Forfier, that hefhould not efcape: That his Mafter had 
c:ven <ll bis Servants Charge co take no Bribes,. which 
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the Rebels were very: free to offer 5 and that he himéelf 
might have taken s000/. in his Time, if he would have 
been. falfe: to bis Truft. That when Forfer was gone, 
his Mafter came t6 him like a Man diftraéted, knocking 
his Head againft the Wainfeor, crying out, he was ruin’d, 
undone, @c. and he verily believ'’d he was not corcern’d 
in his Efeape. Beimg atk’d by the King’s Counfel, if it 
was ufual for the Prifoner to vific the Rebels after they 
were lock’d up ?he .reply’d, No: And again, if Mr. An- 
dertom and Mr. Forfter had taken his Mafter by the Throac, 
could he ring his Bell; or give amy Notice ? he reply’, 
He might make his Black bear; who had Arms. That his 
Mafter might let in the Soldiers wpom any Ditturbance ; 
or the Soldiers in the Lodge might hear upon firing 2 Gun 
and come: to their Affiftance. That- his Mafter attended 
all laft Winter in the fevereft Seafon, and was indefa- 
tigable in his Diligence and Care itt fcuring the Pri- 
foners. 

Then Mr. Revel was fworn, who depos’d, He went to 
lock up about eleven a Clock at Night, and his ‘Mafter, 
bid him make Hafte ; and when he had done, he gave him 
the Key. That Mr. Anderton, Mr. Forfer, and his Mafter, 
were above Stairs in Forffer’s Room, over a Flafk of Wine, 
his Mafter with his Back to the Door, the other two fa- 
cing it, That his Mafter afk’d him, if all was fafe? and 
he told him, Yes; and then he went ont, and the Black 
fhut the Door after him. That his Mafter was a very 
careful Man, and never fatisfy’d, but when up and down 
to fee that all was fafe ; and that he had turn’d awzy one 
Millsfor being drunk once on his Duty, and never 
would be perfwaded ‘to. take him again. He con- 
firm’d alfo what was faid of his Diligence in the frofty 
Weather. 

Then Cakiband, Mr.Pitts’s Black, (havimrg been chriften’dy 
was fworn, and depos’d, That on the Night when Mr. 
Forfier efcap'd, he went tothe Prefs-yard, and there faw 
Mr. Anderton and: his Mafter together. That when the 
Guards were fhut in, and Mr, Revel gone, he made all fait 
after him, and carry’d the Keys to his Miftrefs, who bid 
him carry them to his Mafter ; and coming down Stairs, 
he met Forffer’s Man, who told him he was a-dry ; upon 
which he bid him’ go with him into the Cellar, and he 
would draw him fome Beer, but the other refus’d it, and 
ftood on the Stairs 5 and while he was in the Kitchin look- 
ing for a Pot, his Mafter call’d him,. but he could not ger 
out; at laft, his Mafter faw a Peg ftuck in, ee 
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‘pull’d out, and the Door open’d,: ‘which made him’ cr 
out, Lamundone, Forfer’s gone; . and then he bid him fetch 
the, Key, and going, tothe Door, found one in it onthe 
outfide, and the Door:dauble lock’d. Then he got out at a 
Window, and found’ Forfer’s Night-Gown lying upon 
the.Steps, which, he threw into the Parlour, and took ont 
the falfe Key. . After which, he went to the Lodge, and 
call'd.Mr. Rewfe. That a Piece of Lift was found under 
the Latch. That all this was done, and the Chain ta 
ken off; without the ‘Jeaft Noife, as he béliev’d it might 
bes and that he believ’d his Mafter to be innocent. 

Then Mr. Samuel Buckley was fworns but the Evidence 
he gave, did not_much affe¢t the Prifoner, any farther 
than in one Circumftance, which Pitts himfelf confefs'd 
to him, which was, That when he found Mr. Forfter was 
gone, he did not immediately fend to ftop the Poft. He 
talk’d indeed of Glofe-Stoals, of Irons that had not worn 
Legs to the Bones, and other Matters, little to the 
Purpofe, , 

Mr, Stanian was next fworn for the King: His Te. 
ftimony ferv’d to confirm the Evidence that Caliband, Mr, 
Pitts’s Black, and Mr.. Buckley had given ; patticularly in 
Relation.to the Clofe-Stool; and to fhew the great Care 
my Lord Townfbend had taken to be truly inform’d of the 
Manner that Forfler had made his Efcape. After this it 
was prov’d, that Mr. Forffer had receiv’d a Copy of his In- 
diétment, and of the Panel of his Jury, as the Law di- 
rect; and then an AG for attainting Thomas Forfter, 
Eg; .and Brigadier Mackintofh, was read. 

Thefe were the Proofs and Allegations that were:pro- ° 
duc’d againft the Prifoner,. whofe Counfel then fpoke in 
his Defence. They faid, That nothing had been pro- 
duc’d to fupport the Indiétment, which was founded up- 
on an obfolete Statute, made in the Reign of Edward 
the fecond ; upon .which no Profecution had been before 
commenc’d. That therefore, this being the firft that has 
appear'd,, and fo weakly fupported, having nothing but 
prefumptive Evidence, which (as they faid) fhould al- 
ways be of Ufe to the Prifoner,. efpecially where Life 
Was concern’d, and where there were fo many Proofs of 
the Prifoner’s Vigilance and Care as had appear’d, and 
fhould |. be, made appear in the Cafe of che Prifoner before 
them, they humbly .hop’d that. the Jury would think 
themfelves oblig’d to acquit him, ‘they being upon Oath 
to judge of the Faét by their Evidence. 
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The firft’ Witnefs they call’d, was Prudence Symmonds, 
who (being fworn) ro wel fhe was the Prifoner’s Maid- 
§ervant, and her Miftrefs being juft gone to Bed, and 
the Keys brought in, her Mafter came-down in a terrible 
Surprize, and faid he was undone, Mr, Forffer was gone ; 
and he was very angry with her, and fwore he would 
fecure her, believing fhe was concern’d in his Efcape, 
becanfe he faw Forfer’s Night-Gown in the Par- 
loor; but when his Black. told him he threw. the 
Gown in at the Window, he was fatisfy’d with her.» She 
alfo told the Court, her Mafter lay in the Room even 
with Mr, Forfter’s, their Beds lying Head to Head ; but be- 
fore he us’d to lie with his Wife in another Room. | She 
confirm’d the Circumftance of Mr. Forfer’s going often to 
the Neceflary Houfe above Stairs. 

Next, Margaret Hawkins. was call’d, who depos’d, her 
Mafter Mr. Pitts wasa very careful,~diligent Man 3 and 
confirm’d the Evidence of the Black, and the Woman her 
Fellow-Servant. 

Then Mr. Smith (Clerk of Newgate) was fworn, who 
gave’an Account of fome Circumftances which made 
the Prifoner’s Diligence and Care appear very confpicu- 
ous, efpecially hisatrending in the hard. Weather, al- 
moft to a Miracle, and beyond his own Capacity, al- 
ways examining who camein, and who went out. Thac 
when Mr. Mfills was‘ turn'’d out, tho?» he had beem a> Ser- 
vant near 40 Years in the faid Prifany:he could never 
perfwade the Prifoner to receive him ‘again into his Ser- 
vice ; fa loathfome did he appear:to him: for being .but 
once drunk upon his Duty. He alfo dépos’d, That Briga- 
dier Mackintofb was ‘iron’d when he made his Efcape § 
which was of no Service, ‘the ftrongeft Fetters they have, 
not holding out againft fome Inftruments above an Hour 
anda half, (Thefe Infiruments were »produc’d in Court, and 
foew’d to the Fury,. for their Satisfaftion.) And thar. it was 
impoflible to prevent their being broughtto the Prifoners 
in Peoples Pockets or other Conveniences, which it would 
be too tedious to examine. } 

Then Mr. Fells (the. former Keeper) was fworn, who 
depos’d, There. were feveral Perfons in his Time com- 
mitted for High Treafon, and confin’d in the Houfe, and 
in the fame Room as Forfler was; as. my Lord Clencarty, 
Sir -fohn Friend; Sir William Perkins, and others. ~ And 
that it was asi ftrong,:and more convenient, than any o- 
ther im the Gaol-:: And. his Evidence | was confism’d by 
two others... .2 : 
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Mr. Mills was next’ fworn, and he depos’d, That he 
had been forty Years a Servant in the faid Prifon, and 
belong’d. to it in “Major Richardfon’s Time, when 
Lord Rufel and Counc Cuning {mark were confin’d there in 
the fame Room. ‘ 

Several honourable and warthy Perfons appear’d to 
the Prifoner’s Reputation ; as Sir William Withers, Sir Rj. 
shard Hoare, Sir Samuel Garrard, Sir William Humphreys, 
Sir Samuel Stanier, Sir William Stewart, Sir Randolph Knipe, 
Sir Francis Forbes, and others, who all gave him the Cha- 
ratter of a very careful, fair, honeft Man, 

The Prifoner’s Black ftood up again, and {wore his Ma. 
fter fent him immediately to the Turn-pike at Highgate, to 
examine all Paffengers. 

The Prifoner, in his own Defence, faid, he was perfe. 
ly innocent of the Charge in the Indiétment. That he 
had not the leaft previous Apprehenfion of Forffer’s E- 
fcape. That his: Circumftances before this unfortunate 
Accident, were of themfelves fufficfent to place hima- 
~bove the Reacis of Bribes. That he had it in his Power 

®@eo lee them all efcape, and to goalong withthem. That 
it was even his extraordinary Care that brought this Mif- 
fortune upon him. And that fince he had but follow’d 
the Practice of former Gaolers, it would be hard if he 
fhould fall the firft Victim to the Confequences of a mete 
Accident ; the rather becaufe he had been often rewarded 
by the Government, for his Care and Prudence in the Mi- 
magement of the Prifon. 

Then the King’s Counfel reply’d, and contradicted that 
Pazt of the Counfel’s Plea on the ochér Side, which laid the 
Indiétment on the Statute of Edward the 2d, and pur it on 
the. Foot of ‘the asth of Edward che 34, and {aid the Jury 
were to be Judges'of Pat ; and Prefumpcion, when ftrong, 
and when the Nature of the Cafe will admit of noo 
ther Evidence, is good in Civil Law, Common Law, and 
alirthe Law in che World. That Juftice was to take Place 
in aCourt of Judicature; Mercy belong’d to the Throne. 
That it was plain, notwithftanding what had been faid 
by the Counfel on ‘the other Side, that the Prifoner had 
at leaft been very negligent in his Duty, in permitting 
the chief Man of the Rebellion tocfcape; whofe Impri- 
fonment, they had Reafbn to beliéve, might have done 
the Crown more Service than all che | others together ;  ef- 
pecially at a Time when he had«seceiv’d Notice to pre- 
pare for his Tryal. That it was fttange that at fucha 
Time there was not a particular Care taken to seemeees * 
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his Room; that his very Servant, without whofe Afii- 
ftance he could not probably have made his Efcape, and 
whofe Quality could be no Excufe, fhould not be irop’d. 
That he fhould go to Drinking with the faid Mr. Forfer, 
particularly ac fo unfeafonable a Junéture, when the 
Guards were all curn’d into the Pre/i-Yard, no Body but 
himfelf and Black in a Condition to refift the very pro- 
bable Attempts of three or four Prifoners for High Tre.- 
fon, efpecially when the Keys of the Doors, and of che 
whole Gaol, were but in the next Room, and the Prifo- 
nersof fuch Confequence, that no Quality or Confiderati- 
on could excufe his putting himfelf into their Powers 
That he fhould fuffer the faid Mr. Forfer, knowing his 
Servant to be perfectly free from Irons, to goat fuch a 
Time out of the Room, at hisown Difcretion, without 
the leaft Obfervation or Regard. That fych’ pretended 
Contrivances as a falfe Key, Lift under the Latch, a Peg 
Hole to the Kitchin-Door, and other Conveniences, fhould 
be all ready ata Minute’s Warning. That che Prifoner’s 
Servants fhould be upin the Hoyfe, and wich himfelf all 
amus’d, and out of che Way juft ar thac Junéture. That 
all this Liberty fhould be taken without Leave of the Se- 
cretary of State, having no Authority but Cuftom, ha- 
ving noGountenance in it but from the Goverament’s Sa- 
tisfation in his Care and Integrity, which he was to a- 
bufe at his Peril ; aud of which he appear’d to be ver 
fenfible; and that all this fhould be done wichout his 
being in the leaft acquainted with, or let into the Secret 
of ic ; efpecially a Man of his Care, his Vigilance, and 
his Integrity and Diligence, was wondrous ftrange ! That 
it was not to be expected fuch a Cafe would admit of po- 
fitive Evidence, there being none produc’d but thofe who 
were the Prifoner’s Servants, and whofe Places depended 
npon him ; the moft confiderable of which were difmifs d 
for that Night, before the Treafon was committed, as Per- 
fons unqualify’d by their Incegricy for fuch a Secret ; but 
it was to be hop’d there was fufficient Ground for the In- 
dj&ment in a Cafe of this clofe Nature, when a Servane 
confefs’d, he might in that fmall Time he was employ’d 
in an inferior Truft, have liad soool. for Services 3 when 
it appear’d plain, that the Prifoner did nor ufe, upon o- 
ther Occafions, tovifit his Prifoners after they were lock’d 
up; when there was fuch a remarkable: Negl-ct in nof 
Boing to the Poft-Office to ftop the Polit, che moft likely 
Method of recovering the Prifoner, *till next Day ac 
Nosn ; and when it appear’d he was {0 laarh to be exar 
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min’d upon Oath. Thefe Confiderations they ‘left to the 
Jury, who, when my Lord Chief Baron Bury had 
fumm’d up the Evidence, went out, and being return'd, 
acquitted the Prifoner.

The Proceedings of the Parliament of Great Britain. 


HIS fecond Seffion of the fifth Parliament of Great 

Britain, that was appointed to meet at Weffminffer on 
March 17, 1914, and from thence coneinu’d by feve- 
ra] Prorogations to Feb. 20, 1716, being met on that Day, 
the King came to the Houfe of Peers with the ufual So- 
Jemnities, and the Commons being fent for, and attending, 
his Majeity was pleas’d to deliver a Speech from the 
Throne into the Hands of the Lord Chancellor, who read 
it to both Houfes as follows : 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
I Was in Hopes that the Succefs which it pleas’d God to give 


us, in defeating the late Rebellion, might have fecur'd to 
the Nation, Peace, Plenty, and Tranquillity. 

My Endeavours have not been wanting, during your Recefi, 
to improve the happy ProfpeCt which was in View, by entering 
into fuch Negotiations as I judg’d moft conducive to thofe good 
Ends; and ‘tis with Pleafure I can acquaint you, that many 
Defetts in the Treaties of Utrecht, which very nearly affected 
the Trade, and even the Security of thefe Kingdoms, have 
been remedy'd by fubfequent Conventions 5 the happy Confequen- 
ces of which have already very fenfibly appear’d by the flourijh- 
ing Condition of our Trade and Credit. 

By the Alliance lately concluded with France and the States- 
General, we are foon to be eas'd of all future Apprebenfions 
from Dunkirk and Mardyke ; the Pretender is a€tually re- 
mov'd beyond the Alps; his Adherents are depriv'd of all 
Hopes of Support and Contenance from France; and even 
the A ffiftance of that Crown is fiipulated to us in tafe of Exi- 

ency. 
. It feem’d reafonable to expect, that fuch a Situation of Af- 
Fairs at Home and Abroad, fhould have recover'’d from their 
Delufion, ail fuch of our Subjetts as had unhappily been fe- 
duc'd by the Craft and Wickednefs of defperate and tll-defigh- 
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ing Men, and thereby have afforded me the Opportunity which 
I dy d, of following the natura! Bent of my own Inclinations 
to Lenity, by opening this Seffion with an AG of Grace; but 





1 fuch is the obftinate and inveterate Rancowr of 4 Faction a- 


mong ft us, that it hath again prompted them to animate and 
fiir up foreign Powers, to difturb the Peace of their native 
Country : They will choofe rather to make Britain a Scene of 
Blood and Confusion, and to venture even the putting this King- 
dom under a foreign Yoke, than give over their darling De/ign 
of impofing a Popifh Pretender. 

Ihave order’d to be laid before you Copies of Letters which 
have pafs'd between the Swedifh Minifters on this Occa/ion, 
which contain a certain Account of the “projected Invafion ; and 
I promife my felf, from your experienc'd Zeal and Affettion to 
my Perfon and Government, that you will come to fuch Refolt- 
tions as will enable me, by the Bleffing of God, to-defeat all 
the Defigus of our Enemies againfi us. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

1 did hope, the putting an End tothe late Rebellion, would 
have fo far fecur'd the Peace and Tranquillity of the Nation, 
that I might, confiftently with the Safety of my People, have 
made a coufiderabie Reduction of the Forces; but the Prepara- 
tions which are making from Abroad to invade us, oblige me 
to ask fuch Sapplies as you fhall find abfolutely neceffary for 
the Defence of the Kingdom. 

You are all fenfible of the infupportable Weight ef the Nati- 
oral Debts, which the Publick became engag’d for from the 
Neceffi:y of the Times, the Preffures of a ‘ong and expen/ive 
War, aud the lan wifbing State of Publick Credit; but the 
Scene being now * happily chang’d, if uo new Diflurbances 
hail plunge us again into Streights and Difficulties, the general 
Expectation Jeems to require df yous that you fhould turn your 
Thoughts towards fome Method of extricating your feives, by 
reducing, by Degrees, she Debts of the Nation. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Ihave an entire Confidence in you, and have therefure no- 
thing to ask, but that you would take fuch Meafures as will 
bef fecure your Religion and Liberties : While you preferve 
thofe ineftimable Bleffings, I foal! fit eafy and fafe on my Throne, 
arin no other View but the Happiness and Profperity of my 
People. 


The Commons being return’d to their Houfe, Mr. Secre- 
tary Ssanbope, by his Majefty’s Command, laid before 
them Copies of. Letters which pafs’d betweea Count Gy!- 
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lenborg; the Barons Gortz and Sparre, and others, relating w 
the De(ign of raifing a Rebellion in his Majefty’s Domi. 
nions; to be fupported by a Force from Sweden; and the 
faid Copies were read in the Houfe: After which, they 
refolv’d to prefentan Addrefs of Thanks to his Majetty, 
appointed a Committee to draw it up, and order’d their 
Votes to be printed. 

Feb. 21, they made the Orders, and came to the Refo- 
lutions that are ufual at the opening of a new Seflion, and 
then order’d the Speaker to iffue Warrants to the Clerk of 
the Crown, to make out new Writs for electing Mem- 
bers for the Places following, viz. For Midhurft in Suffex, 
in the Room of Sir John Fortefeue Aland, Knight, who 
was made one of the Rarons of the Exchequer : For Sea- 
ford in Suffex, in the Room of Sir William Afhburnham, 
Bart. who, after his Eleétion, had accepted the Office of 
one of the Commiflioners of Alienation: For Richmond in 
Yorkfhire, in. the Room of Thomas York, Efq; deceas’d: 
For Kingffon upon Hull, in the Room of William Maifer, 
Eq; deceas’d : For the County of Hereford, in the Room 
of Sit Thomas Morgan, Bart, deceas’d: For the City of 
Hereford, in the Room of the Lord Vifcount Scudamore, 
deceas'd : For Ipfwick in Suffolk, in the Room of Sir Willi- 
am Thompfon, Knight, who, after his Election, accepted the 
Office of Solicitor-General to his Majefty : For Ryegate in 
Surrey, inthe Room of Sir fohn Parfons, Knight, deceas'd : 
For Weymouth and Melcombe-Regis in Dorfetfhire, in the 
Room of James Baker, Efq; deceas’'d. The fame Day twe 
Petitions were read 5 one of Sir Theodore fanffen and Colo- 
nel Anthony Morgan, the other of Felix Calvert, Efq; both 
complaining of undue Elections and Returns ; the firft of 
them for the Borough of South Yarmouth in the Mle of 
Wight, the laft for the Borough of Reading in Berks: Both 
which Petitions were referr’d to the Committee of Privi- 
leges and Eleétions, Then Mr. Onflow reported the Addrefs 
tohis Majefty, which was read and agreed to by the Houle;

‘nifter commits any Faults, the Complaints thereof are commoily 
carryd to his Mafter, and he order’d to. retire; but to. tgke 
upon our felves to proceed against him ina violent Manner, 
Hiffory produces nd Example of that Nature among civili«'d 
Nations, very few amongst others, and which have been look’ d 
xpon by all Mankind with Horror. 
You aretoo judicious, Sir, to be impos’d upon by what Mr. 
Secretary Stanhope Jays, That they are Count Gyllenborg’s 
Papert which have been [eiz’d at his Houfe; all the World 
‘knows, that a Miniffer bas properly no Papers of his own, 
‘thofe of which he is Depojitory, . beionging to the 
Prince by whom he is‘employd, and to whom fe is anfwera- 
ble, S6 that, Sir, to refent the perfonal Fault, they. are 
pleas’d to impute to this Count de Gyllenborg, all the Papers 
of the Ring he has the Honour to ferve, have been prudently 
feiz'd by Force ; and by [uch refin'd Stratagem, a full Infight 
hag been taken of all the mof? fecret Negotiations of Sweden 
at this Court fur’ thefe many Years. Now judge, Sir, whe. 
ther'this Step can’ any ways admit of a Fuftification ; and if it 
tan once pafs into 4 Precedent, for want of being condemu’d, 
whether any Minifier forver will not, for the future, be ex- 
pos'd to’ the Hazard Ks having his Mafter’s Papers feiz'd by 
Force whenever a Miniftry has a Mind to kuaw, the Bottom of 
“his Negociation, even ripon.a very frivolous Pretence. 
Ido not know what the Papers may contgin, that. have been 
taken from Count GyNenborg, nor of what Nature they, are ; 
but fpeaking by Conjetture, if among them there . are 
found any Letters from or to Englith Subjects, perhaps it may 
then be thought they ought to be cenfur'd ; but if there are 
none bir’ what ‘are written either to his Mafier, or to bis Mixiy 
frets; in which, as 4 Minifter, he ‘has been blig’d to peak his 
Mind freely, and declare openly whae be’ ehoughe was moft for 
the’ Hiteref? of ‘hie Maffer, I cannot conceive how he can be 
calPd’ to Accoihe for” them here, As for thofe Letters he 
mity have receiv'd frim private Perfons of his own Nation, their 
Contents, which hes? not anfwerable for, can conclude nothing 
again ft his Condyct, a¥ being no. Waysinfluere’d by them, And 


fuppofe they contain wild Projetts, and undigefted Notions, how 
tan-that Minifier ‘help it 2? and what Blame can be laid. at his 
Dow ? ‘Oné Word mo?e, ‘and Ihave done ; pray, Sir, be pleasd 
only to call to Mind thofe Times, when, to your certain Know- 
ledge, other foreign‘ Minifters were, at leaft, as much fufpetted 
by their Court, a5 ever Count Gylletiborg could be’; and yet it 
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was never thought advifeable to feize their Papers, thourh the 
then Minifiry might, perhaps, have found by them, that the 
faid Miniffers were not wanting to take all neceffary Precautions 
igainf? the Defirns that feem’d, at that Time, to threaten 
their Maffers ; but they were not treated with that open Force, 
and that injurious Manner which is now made Ufe of arain/t 
Gount Gyllenborg, either becauje ‘his Mafter is look'd upon 
ds being not in a Condition to refent fo grofs an Affront, or 
to flart, at any Rate, new Pretences to put in Execution [ich 
extream Meafures as have been concerted a great While azo 
againft Sweden. Iam, Sir, &c.

Soon after this, the Letters and Copies of Letters, ta- 
ken among the Count de Gyllenborg’s Papers, were print- 
ed and publifh’d by the King’s fpecial Order, in View, 
as may reafonably be fuppos’d, not only to make good 
what the Secretaries. of State had promis’d in their Let- 
ters to the Minifters of the foreign Princes, viz. to in- 
form them more fully of the Reafons that had induc’d 
his Majefty to fecure the Perfon of the Count de Gyllen- 
borg, and to feize his Papers; but alfo to filence the 
groundlefs Suggeftions which began to be frequently caft 
abroad, viz. That there was nothing of Reality in the 
Rumour that was then rais’d of a foreign Invafion: And 
this the Publication of thefe Letters effectually did; for 
it is undeniably evident, by many of thofe Letters, that 
as well the Swedi/b Minifter here, as Baron Gortz in Hol- 
land, and Baron Sparre, the Swedifh Refident at the Court 
of France, own themfelves to have form’d a Defign to 
concert and encourage a new Rebellion in Great Britain, 
and to bring over 12000 chofen Troops from Sweden, viz. 
8000 Foot and 4000 Horfe, together with Arms for r2 
or r5000 more, to fupport it: That of the Horfe, only 
goo were to be mounted; but the Equipage or Furnicure 
of the reft was to be put on Ship-board, they noc 
doubting but they fhould be furnifh’d here with Horfes 
for this Service. In a Word, by the genera] Tenour of 
all the faid Letters, they feem to have had the following 
Particulars chiefly in View: 1. A Million of Dutch Flo- 
rins was to have been furnifh’d from hence, by a Set of 
Perfons with whom Count Gyllenborg profefies to hold 
Correfpondence, and fays they are five or fix of the moft 
confiderable ; of this Sum Baron Gortz acknowledges to 
have receiv’d a hundred thoufand Livres, which weré 
remitted to the Queen Dowager in France, and paid to him 

there. 
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théte. 2. With the whole Sum, when paid, he propofes 
td buy fix Men of War int France, and two in Holland, of 
60 or 40 Guns éach ; with which, and fome {mall Frigars 
ftom Sweden, he pretends to convoy over the above For- 
cts. 3. That the Moiey fhall be paid to the King of Swe- 
den, not.as Money. contributed for fuch an Undertaking, 
but as Money lent that King, which Baron Gortz, by his 
Recéipt, obliges the King of Sweden to repay in two 
Years Time, with Intereft ar 6 per Cent. 4. The faid 
Baron tindertakes to procure the Troops, Arms, and Artil- 
lery, with Tranfport-Ships for their Paflage; and, in 
fhort, engagés to bring thé King of Sweden into the De- 
fign ; and for that Purpofe, getsa full Power in Form 
front that King, to enable him to aét as Pleniporentiary 
in various Affairsto be tranfacted where he fhall refide, 
and which are committed to his Dexterity and Fidelity : 
Thefe are fome of the Words in the faid full Power. 

To prevent Delay in giving full Powers for every fe- 
veral Tranfation, the King of Sweden conftitutes him the 
faid Baron Gortz, his Minifter, to treat and conclude 
in his Name, with all and fingular Perfons of what 
Condition rive.’ all Matters which may relate to his Ser-

vicé, @c. promifing, on the Royal Word of a King, to ap- 





prove and ratify, and put intirely in Execution, whar- 


évér the faid Baromt Gortz fhall fo tranfaét and conclude. 
The Publick had no fooner feen thefe Letters,than various 
Opinions arofe concerning them : Some.inferr’d, even from 
the Letters themfelves, that this Defign was wholly tranf 
ated by the Barons Gortz and Sparre, by Count Gyllen- 
borg and others, without the Privity or Knowledge of the 
King of Sweden : That they only communicated to his 
Swedifh Majefty, that they had a great Concern on Foot for 
his Service: That they fhould procure large Sums of Money 
from other Hands: That if it fuceeeded, it would give a 
néw Ttirn to all his Majelty’s' Affairs ; and chat they 
would anfwer for it to his Majefty, that it would be great- 
ly for’his Intereft, if he pleas'd to contmit a Matter of 
fuch Confequence to thém; and, that the Intereft of . Ba- 
ron Gortz, and the great Confidénce the King of Swe- 
den repofes, as is Giid, in his Fidelizy and Dexterity, ob- 
tain’d from his Swedifh Majefty fuch a, Plenipotentiary 
Power, without énquiring inco the Particulars, being 
perhaps inform’d, thar they. were fuch as it would. be 
mott‘ for his Service to be able to difown them, to have-his 
Minifters only. engag’d in: them ; and if they fhould no; 
{fucceed, td declare he had no Knowledge of them. 
Others, 
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Others, on the other) Hand, vindicated the King of Site- 
den from the Scandal of being a Prince wi.o would beé led 
in the Dark by his Minifters in any Thing, much le 
in Things of fuch Importance as this; and they urg’, 
That the Words above mention’d feem ro tmply his Know- 
ledge of the Defign, particularly the Word Desterity, which 
feems adapted t0 uncommon Negoriations; and befides 
thar, the King promifes to put in Execution whacevér 
fhall be concluded on ; which implies, that he knew very 
well thar it was not fomecthing co be done for hint, 
but fomething to be done by him, for: chofe Perfons 
with whom thofe private Negotiations were to be con- 
cluded. 

Upon the whole Matter, ic feems to be plain, by chefe 
Letters, that even the Naval Preparations for this De- 
fign, were chiefly to be*made in France and Holland, not iA 
Sweden, where ic feéms likely, from the Narare of the 
intended Defign, thac it was requifice thar. as liccle of rhe 
Preparations as poflibie thould appear, *rill all was fully 
agreedon: The Ships, the Arms, Gc. weretherefore to be 
bought in Holland aud France; fo that nothing: would have 
been requir’d in Swedex, but co get Tranfports together, 
and embark ; all whicli would have been-eafily done ar 
fhort Warning, 

Having given this brief Account of thefe Letters, it 
remains only to acquaint our Readers, that the Govern- 
ment having thus effeétuaily trac’d and difcover'd this 
grand Defign, apply’d themfelves with the utmoft Vi- 
gour to difappoint the Execution of ity by ‘putting the 
Nation im fuch a Poftuye of- Defence, thac if che Swedes 
fhould makeany Attempt, they might not fail to meet with 
a’warm Reception both at Sea arid Land’: To this Pur- 
pofe immediate Orders were given to fic out fuch of the 
Men of War.as were in Pay, with all poflible Expedition + 
Warrants-were given out to imprefs Sea-men to min the 
Ships that were in greatelt Forwardne({35.and thefe Or- 
ders were fo well obferv’d, that by the roth of February, 
or thereabouts, five Men of War put to Sea, and were or- 
der’d to cruize to the Northward, and to {peak with every 
Ship they faw, ta know what they were, and to get In- 
telligence ; Seventeen other Men of War were alfo put in 
Commiflion, and order’d to be fitted out: with ‘all Expedi- 
tion ; ‘Thefe were the Barfleur of go Guiis, ‘three others of 
80, three of 7o, and ten of so Guns eath; lelides, rhat 
Sea-men forthe Fleet might not be wanting,an Embargo was 
laid on all Shipping outward-bound, and all other neceflary 

Precaue 
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Precautions were taken for fitting out the Fleet ; the Com. 
mand of which was given to Sir George Byng. 

While the maritime Preparations were thus carrying 
en with all imaginable Application, the like Meafuare 
‘were taken to put all Things in a good Pofture at Land: 
Thé Officers were order’d to their Pofts, and General Off. 
cers fent to proper Places tobe at hand to draw the Troops 
together, and to put all the Regiments into a Condition 
to march at as fhort Warning as poflible. Lieutenant Ge. 
neral Wills, Major General Stanwix, and fome others, were 
order’d into the North ; Lieutenant General Carpenter into 
Scotland, and Lieutenant General Wade into the West. 

Things being in this Pofture, Congratulations began to 
come to the King on the Difcovery of this Defign: 
Monfieur Bonet, the King of Pruffia’s Refident here, by 
exprefs Order from his Mafter, defiring an Audience to 
felicitate his Majefty upon this Account: Nor may we 
forget the Addrefs of the Convocation which was now 
affembled : It was prefented by the Arch-bithop of Caz 
terbury, the other Bifhopsof that Province, the Prolocu- 
tor and Clergy of the Lower Houfe of Convocation, al 
in a Body, and is as follows,: 





To the King’s moft excellent Majefty. 


The humble Addrefs of the Arch-bifhop, Biffiops, and 
Clergy, of the Province of Canterbury, in Convocation 
affembled. 


May it pleafe your Majefty, 

W E your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, the 

Arch-bifhop, Bifbops, and Clergy, of the Province of 
Canterbury, in Convocation affembled, do moft heartily con- 
gratulate your Majefty upon your fafe Return to your Kingdom; 
and with all Humility acknowledge the Senfe we have of that 
Quiet and Tranquillity which we enjuy'd during your Abfence, 
by the prudent Care aud Adminifiration of his Royal Highnefs 
the Prince of Wales, under your Majefiy, and who, next te 
your facred Majefty, is the greateft Hope and Support of our 
Church and Realm, 

It is with unfpeakable Grief that we hear of a new Defign, 
form’d by a reftlefs and implacable Party among us, agai 
your Majefty’s Perfon and Government, and to fubvert both 
the Religion and Liberties of our Country, Your Majefy 
had gut Reafon to hope, what we all were willing to believe, 


that the ill Suceefs of their late Rebellion, would, if not have 
Le brought 
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brought them to a Senfe of their Duty, yet at leaft have deterr'd 
them from venturing fo foon upon another Attempt, in open 
Violation of it. But fince they have prefum'd again to endea- 
vour to difturb the Repofe of your Majeffy and your Kingdoms, 
by a new and moft defperate Defign againft both ; fince not 
pontent to involve us, as before, in an inteftine War, they have 
animated and fiir'd up a foreign Power to invade your Do- 
minions, and to ruin the flourifhing Effate of their own na- 
tive Country : We efteem it our Duty again to declare our Ab- 
horrence of their Proceedings; and to affure your Maje/ty, 
that we will make it our Endeavours, in our feveral Places, to 
raife in the Minds of all your People a jujt Senfe of the Danger, 
and 4 Deteftation of the Wickednefs of their Enterprize: That 
we will exhort them (as they are both in Duty and Intere/t 
oblig’d) to maintain your Majefty’s rightful and lawful Ay- 
thority over us; and to exert their utmoft Force and Power te 
fupprefs any future Rebellion that may happen to be rais'd among 
ms, ahd to fupport the happy Settlement of the Crown in your 
Royal Family, as the beft and furef Means to fecure the Religi- 
on, Laws, and Liberties, of our Country. ' 

We have feen in the late Declarations of fome of thefe Men, 
who neverthelefs call themfelves by the Name of Protgfants, 
what we must look for, fhould a Popifh Prince ever /it upon the 
Throne of thefe Kingdoms. Whilft they allow ws no better ¢ 
Charafker than that of Schifmaticks and Hereticks; of Men 
cut off from the Communion of Chriff’'s Church, and all the 
Hopes of Salvation ; what can be expected from profefs’d Pa- 
pis, who account no better of them, (however they may flatter 
themfelves) than they do of us, but that both they and we 
forall be utterly deftroy’d by tuem? - 

To you therefore, Great Sir, under God, we flee for Succour 
and Support. Our Safety is bound up in yours, While you /it 
feeure upon your Throne, the Church of England can never 
want a powerful and ready Defender. And therefore, for our 
own, our Country's, ail our Religion’s fake, we mul never 
ceafe to implore the divine Protection over you, that God would 
cfeftually give you the Hearts of your Subjects, and defeat the 
Defigus of your Enemies; and continue the Crown of this 
Proteftant Realm, in your Broteftant Family, “till Time fhall 
be no more.” =

Addrefles from famaica, to the King, full of Ex- 
preffions of Duty, and of Promifes to prevent, for the 
Future, fuch Diflenfions and Breaches among themfelves, 
as they hadof late fcandaloufly faHen into, and which 
the Government had very much refented: Thefe Ad- 
dreffes being fign’d by the chief Perfons of the Hland 
and giving us fome Light into the prefent State and 
Condition of that Colony, may in fome Meafure be 
neceflary to the Publick, particularly inafmuch as they 
fpeak of Animofities and Divifions among themfelves; 
we therefore infert them as follows. 


To the King’s moft excellent Majefty. 


The moft humble Addrefs of the Merchants and other 
Inhabitants of the Town of Kingffon in the Ifland of 
Jamaica. : 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, A; 

WG E your Majefty’s most dutiful and loyal Subjetts, 
/ the Merchants and other Inhabitants of the Town of 
Kingfton, inthe Ifland of Jamaica, humbiy prefume to ad- 
drefs your Majefiy, to affure you of our fteady Zeal and Loy- 
alty to your facred Perfon and Government. And as we have 
abjur'd the Pretender, and affociated againft him, fo we do

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their Armiés, wecannot give a better‘Account, than by 
the two enfuing Letters; rhe firft of which was written 
by the Caimacan of ConSFantiiople, tothe Seraskier of the 
Morea, and isas follows. 





To, the highly approv’d and moft valiant Ofman Ogli, Baf- 
fa, Serafkier of the Morea, and Captain of the invinci- 
ble Armies of the renown’d Empire of the Muffulmans, 
aud to Halt Pacha, Captain and Admiral of the Gallies, 


HOU wilt be reviv'd, illuftriows Ofman, when I hall 

tell thee that the wife Counfels which thou gavest lait 
Fear, after the unprofperous Voyage to Corfon, have taken 
Place in the Breaft o' our invincible Sultan, with whom is the 
Seat of Virtue and Knowledge, and he is well pleas’d in thy 
Words, where thow writest, That the true Believers are not to 
be deprefs'd in their Minds by the Mifcarriages of any of their 
Undertakings, but rather animated thereby to greater. Now, 
know thou, that our glorious Sultan, whofe Wifdom and Pru. 
dence reaches above the Stars, and whofe Commands the Ele- 
ments obey, guided by the fame Refolutions, having Accouits 
from every Part, of the Condition of Affairs, and efpecially how 
the Viaier Azem had, by the Treachery of fome Hor{e-men, 
whom neverthele{s he chaftis’d for their Falfhrod, been oblie’d 
to retire from the Battel, after having for many Hours been in 
Poffeffion of Vittory, and even of the Trenches of the Unbelic. 
vers ; and the most glorious Sultan knowing well the Pride of 
the Enemy, and how they would infult in their pretended Vith- 
ry, “till they fhall be corrected by his Arms, has caus'd the fub- 
lime Divan to fit here fourteen Days, ia the firft Court of bis 
magnificent Seraglio.

J Send thee here, iluftrious Hali, according to my Promife, the 
I grave Refolutions of the Great Divan held here in the Pre- 
fence of our most zlorious Emperor, the Xt oth Day of the last 
d02, fr the carr ing on the War against the Unbelievers. 4 
know thy undawnted Spirit, and that Couraze which inflames t'y 
Breast with an Ardomnot to be extingwifh'd by Fear, fhands 
in no Need to be cheqr'd wp with any Help of Art; Yer that 
thou mayst infpire thy Men with the like Vigour in the Ser vie 
of our Emperor, it #% meet thou foowid’5¢ fee what Preparations 
are making throughout the mighty and invincible Empire of the 
Ottomans, to fiepport thee, and preferve that important City, of 
which show art she Keeper, aud which I believe fall ever be 
taken from thee. 
Know then that all the Baffas and Beglerbegs of the Provinces 
have been commanded to give in a Roll of their invincible Ar- 
mies, and of the Froops chic they have wider their Qbedience, 
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that out of them, a few, I {2y,a few, compar'd to the ianume- 
table Multitude of Soldiers who make Vows for the Profperity 
of the Emperor, might be drawn out for this War. 

“Of thefe Troops, as the Baffas, Sic. have oblig’d them{felves 
to bring inte the Plains of Stambole (Conftantinople} by the 
Sth Day of she third Moon, from the Date of their Order, fee the 
folowing Account 5 and firft of Provifions. 

The Baffa of Servia has receiv’d Command to furnifh Hay for 
thirty thoufand Horfes, and 260000 Meafures of Barley, the 
Encampment of the Europeait Spabis being appointed to begin 
in his: Bewndary.

Domiiions of Thrafia (Cherfonefus] and the Country bordering 
on the Black Sea, bas Command to fupply the whole Body of 
the Fanizaries with Bread, *till they arrive at Belgrade. 
_ The Beglerbeg of Trawar, formerly the Emperor of Trape- 
zond, on the Afian Side of the Black Sea, has receiv'd Orders 
from the illufirious Port, to fend by Sea into the Mouth of the 
Danube, and there to be loaded in armed Saicks for Bel- 
grade, 500000 Commute of Rice, each containing 12 Sacks, 
with so000 Sacks of Coffee for the Baffas, Agas, and other 
Officers.

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of Alexandria for Mariners, with 800 Siaves Arabians for 
the Gallies, The Horfe to march Ly Land.

The Han of Tartary fhall enter on the Contry of the Unbe- 
liewers with 160000 Horfe. . 

Uufirions Hali, know thou, and be exalted in thy Courare, 
that thefe Troops of faithful Muffulmans fhail be in the Field 
in three Moons at the farthest, and that every Baffa and Brg. 
lerbeg here mention’d, fall fend the like Number a fecond Time 
to furport them, if thefe are not fufficient ; and above all, re. 
Joyce thou, and all that are with thee, and let the Stars of 
Heaven foine on thee with Glory, that our invincible Emperor 
foal! appear at the Head of all —- | aay Armies, cloatl’d 
with the Sun and the Moon, the illustriows Camps of Heaven, 
Amen, 





What we may gather from thefe Letters, in fhort, is 
this, That the Turks are, without Doubr, drawing together 
the Strength of their whole Empire, to carry on this War; 
and that their Armies, like thofe in the Revelations, will 
come up, as it were, on the Breadth of the whole Earth, 
fo vaft will be the Numbers of them ! This, however, will 
but add to their Confufion, and facilitate their Overthrow, 
as well as render it the more glorious to the Chrittians, 
unlefs their Arms be manag’d with the greateft Judgment, 
as well as Courage and Boldneds.

HE Imperial Troops were fo much fatigu’d by the 
long Defence made by the Garrifon of Teme/wear, 
‘that Prince Eugene thought fit to feparate, and fend his 
Army into Winter-Qnarters ; and leaving the Command of 
them to Count Mercy, arriv’d on the 9th of November at 
Vienna, where he found the Joy of the Imperial Court 
for the good Succefles of the Campaign againft the Inf- 
dels, turn’d into the deepeft Affliction, by the Death of 
the Emperor’s-only Child, the Arch-Duke of Aufsia, who 
dy’d on the 4th of November, N.S. at the Age of fix 
Months and twenty-two Days. Mean While Count Mer- 
ey, with a ftrong Detachment of Imperialifts, diflodg’d\ the 
Turks from Vipalanka, and fome other {mali Places along 
the Danwhe, andon the Frontiers of Walachia 3 whiltt a- 
nother Detachment of Imperial Troops from Tran{ylvama, 
miarch'd 
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march’d with fo much Secrecy and Expedition to Bucho- 
ret, the Place of Refidence of Manro Cordato, Hofpodar 
or Prince of Walachia, that they furpri2’d him and his 
Family, and brought them off. 

The feizing and carrying away a Prince from his ca- 
pital City, being an Event no lefs remarkable, than extra- 
ordinary, we think fie to give the Particularsof ir. Ge- 
neral Steinville, Governor of Tran{ylvania, detach’d a Co- 
lonel of the Rafcians, nam’d Stephen Dettine, with a ftrong 
Party, to make an Incurfion into Walachia: He having 
penetrated as far as Buchor:f?, divided his Troops into 
three Bodies, and order’d one of them to attack fome Tartars 
who lay encamp’d before the Place, another to fall on the 
Turks within the Town, while himfelf with the chird 
would attack the Palace of the Hofpodar. Thefe rhree 
Attacks were made at the fame Time wich fo good Order 
and Bravery, that the Turks and Tartars were put to 
Flight, having had 200 Men kill’d on the Spot, and the 
Hofpodar with his whole Family were taken Prifoners, 
and brought to Hermanffat in Tranfylvania, by the Way 
of Tergovif?. This Mauro Cordato wasa mere Stranger to 
the Walachians, impos’d upon them by the Turks, in Con- 
fideration of the great Services he had render’d to the 
Pte in feveral Negotiations, particularly in rhe Treaty 
of Carlowitz, He wasa Native of Chio, of a good Fami- 
ly in that Hand, born a Chriftian, and has always pro- 
fefs'd the Religion of the Greek Church. He was the 
chief Contriver of the Ruin of the Family of the un- 
fortunate Cantacuzene, the late Hofpodar of Walachia, 
whom he falfely accufed before the Grand Signior, and 
procur’d him to be ftrangled at Conffantinople, together 
with his eldeftSon, in order to obtain his Principality. 
He fucceeded, *tis true, ia his Defign, which neverthe- 
lefs render’d him odious to the Walachiaus, who would 





‘willingly have continu’d under the Obedience of the 


Cantacusenes, who are not only Natives of Walachia, 
but one of the moft confiderable Families of that Coun- 
try- The late Hofpodar of that Name, who, as we faid 
before, fuffer’d Death at Conffantinople, left behind him a 
Widow and cwoSons, who, towards the Clofe of laft 
Year, found Means toefcape out of Turky, where they had 
been ever fince confin’d ; and pafling thro’ aly, arriv'd 
at Vienna, hoping, by throwing themfelvesunder the Pro 
tection of the Emperor, to be reftor’d to their parernal E- 
ftate, if not to the Principality. 


They 
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They the rather flatcer’d themfelves with thefe Hope, 
becaufe about this Time the States of Walachia writ jn 
very fubmiffive Terms to the Emperor, requefting him 
to appoint for Hofpodar of their Country, George Canta 
cuzene, Son of Ferragis Cantacusene, their former Prince, 
They puc his Imperial Majefty in Mind, that the late 
Emperor Jofeph had promis’d to do his utmoft to procure 
that Dignity for that young Prince ; and they concluded 
with Affurances that they would venture their Lives and 
Fortunes in aflifting the Emperor againft the common 
Enemy- His Imperial Majefty took Time to confider of 
their Requeft, having already nominated fme Noblemen 
of the Country to take upon them the Adminiftration of 
the Government of that Principality; and feng Orders 
to General Steinville to march to their Afliftauce with 
the Forces in Tranfylvania, in Cafe of Need. 

But upon the feizing of Mauro Cordato, the Grand 
Signior appointed John Cordato, his Brother, to fucceed 
him ; upon which, feveral of the Walachian Nobility re- 
tir’d into Tranjjlvania with their beft Effeéts, to avoid 
falling a Prey tothe Turks and Tartars; who, they knew, 
would not fail to compel them by Force of Arms to ac- 
knowledge the new Hofpodar. Mean While the captive 
Hofpodar offer’d 600 Purfes, of s00 Rixdollars each, 
and all his Jewels, for his Ranfom, provided he might b: 
forthwith fer at Liberty. So round a Sum, one would 
have thoughr, might have tempted a Prince whofe Cof- 
fers run not over with Money ; but the Emperor refus 
it, hoping that Cordato would be of greater Service to 
him, by his Advices in the Profecution of rhe Wara- 
gainft the Infidels ; with the true State of whofe Affairs, 
he could not but be better acquainted, than any of his owa 
Minifters or Generals could pretend to be. 

We will clofe up this Article, which we intend as the 
Continuation of the War in Hungary, with faying in 
general, that the Turks, this Winter, made feveral 
fuccefsful Incurfions into the Imperial Territories ; fome 
of which occafion’d fharp Rencounters, particular 
ly the Action that happen’d near Gradifca, in which 
the Imperialifis loft 1000 Men, and the Turks 4000, if 
we may believe the former 3 who, neverthelefs, have not 
thought fic to publifh a particular Account of ic; but they 
own that another Detachmenc of the Ottomans, having 
pafs'd the Save at Belgrade, advanc’d to Peterwaradin, and 
burnt a great Magazine of Hay near thatPlace. The 
Imperial Pasties too “made feveral Inroads into the 
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‘Twekifo Dominions, but genera}ly advancing too far, they 
often came fhort Home, abr: 
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HANOVER. 


U T before we leave the Empire, we will take Notice 
B of the Inveftiture of their Royal Higlinefles, Frederick- 
Lewis, Prince of Brunfwick and Lunenburg; and: Ernefins- 
Augufiw, Duke of York and Albany, Bithop of Ofnabrug., 
&c. with the Order of the Garrer's and we the rather jy- 
fert it, that the Reader may know the Particulars obfery’d 
in that Solemnity, whenever the Sovereign of that Order 
gives a private Invefliture'of it. This Ceremony was 
perform’d at Hanover on the 24th of December laft, N.S. 
in the following Manner. 

About the Hous of fix in the Evening, the two Princes, 
and Norroy King of Arms, (who was appointed by his Ma- 
jefty’s {pecial Commiflion for this Purpoft) attending in 
the Antichamber of his Majefty’s Apartment in the Ca- 
ftle, his Majefty being in his Clofet, was pleas’d to fend 
for the King of Arms; by whom being inform’d thar the 
Princes were come, and every Thing ready for the Cere- 
mony, his Majefty went into the Room commonly call’) 
the Room of Audience, in which were plac’d a Table to 
lay the Cufhion and Garters npon, and a Tabourer, on 
which the Princes were to fet up their Legs for rhe King’s 
more eafy putting on the Garcers. Here his Majefty, 
ftanding ander his Canopy of State, took the Earl of Sy- 
therland’s Sword drawn tn his Hand: The King of Arms, 
on his Knee, receiv’d his Majefty’s Commands to introduce 
his Royal Highnefs Prince Frederick to receive the Hononr 
of Knighthood; who being conduéted from the Anti- 
chamber to the King, by the faid King of Arms, his Roy- 
al Highnefs, making three Obeifances, kneel’d down be- 
fore the King, who was pleas’d to confer on him the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood, This being done, his R. Highnefs 
rofe up, and making the like Obeifaneesy was re-condudcted 
by the King of Armis into the Antichamber. Then the 
King of Arms receiv’d his Majefty’s Commands to conduét 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York to be knighted, 
which his Majefty was pleas’d to perform in like Manner ; 
and he was accordingly re-conduéted into the Anticham- 
ber. Then his Majefty again commanded the King of 
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Arms co introduce his Royal Highnefs Prince Frederic 
who was conduéted to his Majefty withthe like Obeifance 
as before, the King of Arms carrying before him, ona 
Crimfon Velvet Cufhion, the Diamond-Garter and George, 
which he depofited on the Table 5; and after having feve 
rally prefented them on his Knee tothe King, his Majefty 
was himfelf pleas’a to buckle the Garter round the Prince’; 
left Leg, and to put the George over his left Shoulder, and 
under his right Arm, (Norroy, King of Arms, inthe mean 
Time reading the proper Admonitions appointed by the 
Statutes), the Prince kneeling before his Majefty whilft he 
mh the George ; and after returning him Thanks, ina 
rt Compliment, he rofe up, and plac’d himfelf on his 
Majefty’s right Hand, as his Stall is in the Royal Chapel 
of Windfor. Afcer which the,King of Arms receiv’d his 
Majefty’s Commands to introduce his Roya! Highnefs the 
Duke of York, to be invefted. with the Garrer and George, 
which was done in the fame Manner, His Royal High- 
nefs alfo, on. his Knee, gave his Majefty Thanks, in a 
fhort Compliment, for the great Honour done him, and 
fifing up, plac’d himfelf on the left Side of his Majefty, 
at fome Diltance from him, as; his Stall is plac’d in the 
faid Chapel. This Part of the Ceremony being thus pere 
form’d, the King of Arms receiv’d his Majefty’s Commands 
to wait on their Royal Highnefles with the Habits, and 
other Ornamentsof che moft noble Order of the Garter, at 
fiich Times and ar fuch Places as their Roy.wl Highnefles 
fhould think moft proper, and then retir’d, Prince Frede- 
Yick oxder'd the King of Arms to bring them privately to 
him in his Audience-Chamber, the uext Day at fix in the 
Evening; and the Duke of York appointed the Day after 
thar, at Eleven in the Morning, in his Bed-chamber. Ac- 
cordingly the Habits and other Ornaments of the Order, 
were feverally deliver’d to them by the King of Arms, 
who, upon the Delivery, read to each of them the proper 
Admonitions, direéted by the Scatutes of the Order, 
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HOLLAND.

HE Negociations mention’d in our laft, that were 
carrying on at the Hague, produc’d at Length one 

ef the moit remarkable Events of the laft Year; I mean 
the Treaty of defenfive Alliance between France, Great 
Brit at,

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Britaing andthe States General of the United Netherlands, 
which was concluded and fign’d ac the Hague by the Ab- 
bot dss-Bois and the Marquis de Chateauneuf, Embatladors 
and Plenipotentiaries of France, by the Lord Cadogan, Em- 
baflador and Plenipotentiary of Great Britain, and by che 
Deputies of the States-General, on Monday December 24, 
1716, O. S. and the Ratifications were exchang’d at the 
fame Place on the 2gth of February following, O. S. 
This Treaty not being made publick, it is not our Buli- 
nefs to relate the various Reports of the Articles of it, for 
which we can have no other Authority than Common 
Fame ; and therefore we will not prefume ro give our 
Readers any farther Account of it, than by tranfcribing 
the following Paragraph of his Majefty’s Speech to the Par- 
liament of Great Britain, at the opening of their Seflion on 
the 20th of February; by which we may fee the Confe- 
quences this Treaty has already produc’d, and what we 
may reafonably expect from it for the fucure. 

By the Alliance (fays the King) lately conc'uded with France 
and the States-General, we are foon to be eas’d of all future 
Aipprehenfions from Dunkirk and Mardyke ; the Precender # 
atkually remov'd beyond the Alps; his Adherents are depriv'd 
of all Hopes of Support and Countenance from France; and 
even the Affiftance of that Crown is ftitulated to ws in Cafe of 
Exigency, 

Some Days after the figning of this Treaty, the Abbot 
du Bois, who had had the greateft Share in tranfacting ic 
took his Leave of the States-General, by delivering a Me- 
morial ; which being too long for this Regifer, we mutt 
refer it co our next, and proceed now to relate che feizing 
the Baron de Gortz, which happen’d as fallows. 

The K. of Great Britain having difcover’d, by the Letters 
and other Papers of the Count de Gyllenborg, that the Baron 
de Gortz, Minifter likewife of the K.of Sweden, had been one 
of the principal Inftruments, and chief Manager of the De- 
fign of raifing a Rebellion in his Dominions, and of the 
Project of invading them with Swedifb Troops ; and know- 
ing befides, that the faid Baron had been for fome Time 
exceeding bufy in running up and down from Court to 
Court, as upon fome Matters of unconimon Importance 5 
and that-he was then at the Court of France, but foon ex- 
pected in Holland ; the King, I fay, knowing all this, fence 
Otders to Mr. Leathes, his Refidenc at the Hague, to delire 
the Deputies of the States of Holland to cauie that Mini- 
fter to be arrefted, This they readily granted; and rhen 
Mr, Leashes went to Amfterdam, to requeft the Magiftrates 
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of that City to fecure ‘the Baron de Gorts, in Cafe he cam 
thither. While the Refident was at Amferdam, the Baron 
came to the Hagwe, (vis! on the 7th of Febrwary) and 
the Day gfter his Arrival, he ‘had a Conference with the 
Imperial Minifter, ‘the Baron de Heems 5 but on the rgth, 
a hictle before Noon, he fet out in a Poft-Chaize, accom. 
pany’d by General « Poniztowski, having, as “twas believ'd, 
had-fomie Intimation that Orders were given to -fecure 
him, which indeed he nartowly eftap’d, a Detachment 
of Foot-Guards being abour Noon fent to his Houfe for that 
Parpoft. ‘Mr. Leathes came tothe Hagne much about that 
Time, and hearing of the Baton’s Departure, judg’d that 
he was gone for Amferdam, in Hopes that the feizing of ' 
him in that City, would not be fo-eafy as at the Hague; 
and: therefore.refolv’d to go thither in Search of him, He 
arriv’d there on the 2oth in the Morning ; and being in- 
form'd that Baron Gortz lay the Night before at Mr. Teit. 
fen’s, a Swedife Merchant in that City, he got the Houf 
to-be fearch’d for him ; buat the Baron had feft it fome 
Hours before. However, Information being given him 
which Way he had taken, Commiflary Vieertman, and 
fome others, were difpatch’d after him ; who, ‘on the 2rft, 
between Three and Four in the ‘Morning, feiz’d him and 
lis Seorecary Stambke ac Arnheim in Guelderlandy, by Leave 
of the Magiftraces of that Place, as they were taking 
Coach to go forward. They were carry’d to the Town. 
hoafe, atid confin'd in the common Prifon of that Place. 

When the Baron was feiz'd, he made loud Complaints 
of the Violavion of the Law of Nations, in fecuring 
his Perfon, who was a publick Minifter ; but. own’d the 
Defign of invading Great Britain, which he faid wasa 
noble Project, and glory’d in his having had fo. great a 
Share in ic bimfelf, having not only been the chief Con- 
certer of it, but having likewife bought 1oooo Arms 
for shat Expedition, which had’ already been fent to Sme 
den; and he faid befides, that he’ was to have bought rooco 
more. His other Secretary, M. de Gyllenborg, Brother to 
the Swedifh Minifter in England, who arriv’d at the 
Hague from France, on the rth at Night, was likewife 
feiz'd there, wich his Papers, and: committed to the 
Prifon call’d the Chatellenie, The Baron de Gortz left a 
Portmanteau full of Papers at the Swedi/# Merciant’s 
where he lay at Amferdam, which were feizd two Days 
after. 

On the 23d of February, the Secretary of Sweden, re- 
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fident of che'Aflembly of ‘the Scates,to which he annex’d 
the Full Powers of the Baron de Gortz. He infifted in thae 
Memorial, that-the Law ‘of Nations had been Violated 
in the feizing: of that: Minifter, who had a _pub- 
lick Character in’ that‘Country, inafmuoch as he the faid 
Secretary had forme#ly told the Penfionary, that the fid 
Baron had a Full Power ; and for’ cliat, upon his Arrival 
there, he had made a Vifit to the faid Pénfionary, and 
was own’d by the fortign Minifters, “Who receiv'd and 
retarn’d His Vifits. ‘Phis Memorial was read in the 
Aflembly of the Statés, and reférr’d, according to Cu- 
ftom, to the Deputies for foreign Affairs: Bat the Swedifs 
Secretary receiving no Anfwer tov it, prefented a fecond 
Memorial, infifting on a pofitive Anfwer to his firlt, 
and defiring to be prefent -at the Opening of ttre Baron 
de Gortz's Papers; but this Memorial too was referr’d as 
the former 5 nor is it likely they will return an Anfwer 
to it, “till they are fully appriz’d of the Sentiments of 
his Britamiick Majefty on | this important Sabje@. Mean 
While not only the States of Holland, but che States-Ge- 
neral likewife, have approv’d of thefé Proceedings againit 
the Baron de Gorte. 

On the 17th of December laft, the Czar of Mu/tovry ar- 
riv’d.at Amferdam, where he was receiv’d and cdiple- 
mented by four. Deputies of the States of Hollwtd. He 
likewife receiv’d Complements from the foreign Minifters 
refiding at the Hague. His Gonforty being arriv’d at We- 
fel, in her Way to Amferdam, was there deliver’d, oh che 
23d of January, of a Prince ; to whom the Scates-General 
were defir'd, by the Czar, to be Godfathers; but the Child 
dy’d the fame Day it was born. So foon as the ‘was able 
to travel, fhe:continn’d her Journey to Amferdan, where 
fhe arriv’d about the Middle of February. The Czar and 
fhe continu’d im that Cicy ‘till the Beginning of March, 
and then went to the Hague, 
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Moneys advanc’d and paid off in the Excheqner; on the 


following Funds, to March 22. 1714.
